"The damage to the Umiray 
tunnel is unprecedented and 
shows how the plunder of the en- 
vironment elsewhere in a distant 
place can wreak havoc on the wa- 
tersupply of Metro Manila," Pres- 
ident Macapagal-Arroyo said af- 
ter an emergency meeting at

"This is a grim warning as well 
as a wake-up call for collective ac- 
tion. No one is isolated and can- 
mot stand apart from this chal- 
lenge,” she said. 

The 13km tunnel, made of 
lime and concrete, delivers water

tion of the Masinloc power plant 
жаз successful and a landmark ac- 
complishment,” Pimentel said. 

He challenged Energy Secretary

YNN outbid First Generation 
Holdings, ап IPP owned by the 
Lopez group, which bid only $288 
million. Two other bidders—Mirant 
Corp. and Korea Electric Pow- 
er—withdrew. 

The final bidding was held on 
Dec 3, 2004, 

YNN was incorporated only on 
July 19, 2004, ог just five months 
ago, Arroyo said. Aside from Sun, 
irs incorporators were Mariano 1. 
Tan, Lawrence The, Josephy Ty and 
Edison Ty 

Arroyo said the sale ofthe Masin- 
loc plant, "on its face and without 
delving into the terms," looked 
good since P30 billion would re- 
duce considerably the county's 
public debt stock.

BUKIDNON Rep. Jose Miguel Zu- 
biri, chair of the House committee 
on legislative franchises, yesterday 
denied reports that his committee 
had recommended the approval of 
a bill that would extend the powers 
of the state gambling authority, the 
Philippine Amusement and Gaming 
Corp., allowing it to enter into joint 
ventures with private fims, includ- 
ing operators of floating casinos, 

"It was an honest mistake,” Zu- 
biri said. 

“Maybe there was a glitch in the 
fling of the bill, that a copy of the 
version similar to the one approved 
by the House in the last Congress 
was mechanically downloaded or 
ended up being mingled with 
copies of the version approved by 
the committee,” Zubiri said. 

Zubiri said а committee report 
supposedly authorizing Pageor to 
enter into joint ventures with for- 
eign corporations and entities was 
“nor the official report.” 

“What we recommended was a 
billthatwas two pages long that did 
not contain the alleged provisions,” 
he said. 

“Another version which was not 
the real report somehow managed 
to be submitted to the House bills 
and index division, which in tum 
was accessed by media," Zubiri said 
ina telephone interview. 

“What is offically on file now 
and the one that will be reported 
ош for second reading is the short, 
simple, uncomplicated two-page 
bill the one supported by tran- 
scripts of the commitee-discus- 
sions,” he said.

Zubiri explained that what his 
committee recommended was а 
mere extension of Pagoors current 
franchise, which is to expire in July 
2008, by another 25 years, 

Far from widening Pagcor's pow- 
ers, the committee was strengthen- 
ing the provisions against the prolif- 
eration of state-sponsored gam- 
bling in the bill, Zubiri said. 

“We are exempting jai-alai from 
the menu of games Pagcor can op- 
erate which under the old law it 
could. We are requiring that the ex- 
plicit consent of local governments 
be secured before Pagcor can oper- 
ate in this area,” he said, 

Zubiri said that under the pro- 
posed new franchise of Pagcor, slot 
machines would also be banned 
from malls or establishments open 
ог accessible to the general public, 
unless these are in resorts and ho- 
tels 

"Clearly, we are restricting the 
scope of Pagcor' reach, not liberal- 
izing its operations. The bill simply 
extends the term of the franchise 
period," he said. 

However, like all congressional 
measures, the committee report 
wil be subjected to plenary debate 
and amendments, 

Asked why an unofficial copy of 
the bill was circulated in the House 
and reached reporters there, Zubiri 
said there could have been a glitch. 

He noted that a bill extending 
the term of Pagcor’ franchise had 
been approved by Че last 
Congress. 

Zubiri acknowledged that а 
number of lawmakers had pushed 
forauthorizing Pagcor to undertake 
joint ventures with foreign, But 
they did not prevail.

forgot to promote the Portuguese cul- 
ture at public gatherings. 

The bespectacled Girão, who showed 
up in a simple black dress and an em- 
broidered white shawl, sat quietly as 
the ambassador read his speech in Por- 
tuguese. She finally broke into a smile 
after he pinned the decoration—a cross 
medal—on her. 

“Oh, Ihave done nothing," she would 
later say with a wave of her hand, play- 
ing down her accomplishments that ina 
way bridged the gap between Manila 
and Lisbon during a 22-year-peri 

‘After а “democratic revolution” in 
1974, Portugal closed its embassy in 
Manila, and only maintained an hon- 
orary consul. It reopened its embassy in 
1997. 

‘The Philippines also closed its em- 
assy in Lisbon in the '705, and has not 
reopened itto this day. 


Finding love at 50 

Girão was born on Feb. 20, 1913 in 
Covilhá, located in the heart of Portu- 
gal. She met Dancel in Rome in 1963 
when they were both vacationing. They 
were drawn to each other because they 
were both 50 and had lost their respec- 
tive spouses. 

Dancel spoke only а smattering of 
Italian, Girão, who was then working as 
administration secretary for Pan-Amer- 
ican Airline, offered to be his tour 
guide, 

She must have made quite an impres- 
sion because soon after, she started re- 
ceiving letters from Dancel, followed by 
an invitation to visit Manila. She did 
visit Manila in October 1963 and stayed 
for two weeks, Not long after she got 
back home, he proposed marriage; she 
said yes. 

‘They got married in Mexico in Jan- 
шагу 1964, A widower, Dancel had five 
children and worked at the Bureau of 
Customs. They decided to settle in 
Manila, which Girão “liked right away" 

In the first few months, she looked 
after her husband's three young chil- 
dren, But she still had a lot of time in 
her hands, 

“| didn’t want to geta job, but want- 
ed to do something," Girão said. 


Civic work 

She joined the Philippine National 
Red Cross and the Auxiliary Group of St. 
Luke's, an all-women’s group that orga- 
nized bazaars every year, the proceeds of 
which were used to buy medicines and 
vaccines for poor children, 

‘Next came her involvement with the 
All Nations Women’s Group, which she 
said was established mainly to erase the 


ES 


"ambiance of hatred and resentment" 
in the aftermath of the second World 
War and replace it with goodwill. 

To promote understanding among 
countries, the group saw it fit for each 
member to present her country’s cul- 
ture, songs and dances at public gather- 
ings. They mapped out their plans at 
the Casino Español in Manila. 

Girdo eventually headed All Nations 
for three terms. One of her projects was 
to raise funds to send poor boys to col- 
lege. 

"Wed catch them on the second year 
of college because that’s when they 
‘would usually give up [for lack of mon- 
ey]; she said, vividly recalling that they 
would go around colleges to scout for 
that poor boy they could adopt as a schol- 
аг. “We help them through college. It was 
very gratifying. I loved doing that.” 

While she was the group's president, 
Girãc woached the novel idea of fund- 

зе ducation of blind students. 


Promoting European culture 

She also worked for Alliance Fran- 
çaise and helped establish and run its li- 
brary, first located in “a villa with a gar- 
den” in Pasay City before eventually 
moving to its present location їп Makati 
City, 

"When I started, there were about 
100 books, When I left, 25 years later, 
we had 8,000 books,” she said with 
pride. 
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1st Portuguese to get award in RP 


It didn't take long for the French gov- 
ernment to take notice of Girão's dedi- 
cation to promote European and French 
cultures. She served as a member of Al- 
Tiance’s administrative committee and 
eventually as its vice president. 


French medal 

‘She was conferred the medal “Cheva- 
lier de P ordre des Palmes 
Academiques.” (Giro is a lifetime 
member of All Nations and Alliance 
Française). 

At around the same time, Girão gave 
tutorials in Portuguese at her residence 
in Quezon City and on rare occasions, 
she would hold "informal sessions" 
right inside the embassies at the request 
of the busy diplomats. 

Despite her busy schedule, she found 
time to organize exhibitions and pre- 
sent slide shows on the old Portugal, its 
culture and people. 

ТЕ helped that her husband never 
asked her to get a job. "He was proud of 
my volunteer work for Filipinos,” she 
said. 

In 1997, Girdo, then 84, was elected 
member of the Portuguese Council for 
the Communities in Asia. 


Important translation 

The following year, she was asked by 
former Tourism Secretary Mina Gabor 
to translate portions of a movie about 
the Philippines into Portuguese for

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showing at the World Expo in Lisbon 
that same year. 

Although she was leaving for Lisbon 
їп two days, she accepted the job. 

“Llooked at it and I thought: I cannot 
do this in a hurry. So I went to bed. At 
midnight, I got up again, sat behind my 
desk and in 20 minutes, 1 finished the 
translation. My God, it was good,” she 
seid chuckling. And, she was all of 85. 

The next day, Girão got another re- 
quest from Gabor: Record the transla- 
tion. Again, she agreed. 

“When I went to Lisbon, Iwent to the 
Expo [and saw the film]. I was very 
happy because it turned out well,” she 
said. “That was the last important Por- 
tuguese translation I did.” 


Feeling at home 

In 1998, her husband died. Despite 
advice from friends to return to Portu- 
gal, she decided to stay in Manila. Each 
year, she would travel to Portugal, stay 
four months and spend the rest of the 
time in the Philippines. 

“I love the people here. 1 feel at 
home," said Girão, who stays in a con- 
dominium in Greenhills, San Juan. 
(Her five stepchildren are all in the 
United States.) 

Та Manila, she had found serenity. 

"In Europe nowadays, there's no 
serenity, Everybody is rushing all the 
time. Here, people take time and enjoy 
life," she said,

Padilla was “everywhere” during the 
emergency, answering reporters queries 
and giving them updates on military ор- 
erations in calamity-stricken areas. 

And, of course, he kept on sending 
his funny text messages. 

Rattling off a report on the progress 
of military operations in the wake of cy- 
dones Unding, Violeta, Winnie and 
Yoyong, Padilla said 25 aircraft, includ- 
ing the Philippine Air Force's lone 
Blackhawk, had already logged a total 
of 586 flying hours ferrying relief good, 
alrlifting victims to safety and bringing 
in medical teams to stricken areas.” 

Ав of Friday, he said, the PAF had al- 


ready airlifted a total of 126 medical 
and health workers, 355 patients, and 
almost 10,000 sacks, boxes and bags of 
food, medicines and clothing for the ty- 
phoon victims in Aurora and Quezon. 


Occupational hazard 

One helicopter conked out in mid-air 
during the week, but he explained it 
away as а hazard expected in a pilots 
mission, 

The expected arrival of US aireraft 
during the week would “ease the load” 
from the PAR Padilla said. 

He said at least six US Chinook heli- 
copters would airlift large volume of re- 
lief goods to major staging points in Re- 
al, General Nakar and Infanta in Que- 
zon. From there, the smaller РАР heli- 
copters will transport the goods to re- 
mote villages. 

Responding to emergencies during 
times of natural calamities is not new to 
Padilla, who graduated from the Philip- 
pine Military Academy in 1985. 


Earthquake, Pinatubo eruption 

In July 1990, he flew a Huey heli- 
copter that conducted the first aerial as- 
sessment of the extent of damage of the 
killer quake that struck Baguio City He 
was then a first lieutenant. 

At the height of the ash falls spewn. 
by Mt. Pinatubo in its powerful erup- 
tion a year later, Padilla was one of sev- 
en pilots who flew and assessed the sit- 
uation in Central Luzon. 

"It was а hazardous flight. Once you 
Jand, you disturb the fine volcanic ash 


on the ground that can give you zero 
visibility," Padilla recalled. 

But again, it was all in the name of 
service, he said. 

The Padilla household, he said, un- 
derstands his job. 


Allin the family 

During the typhoon relief operations, 
Padilla's children reacted by donating 
their allowances to the calamity vic- 
tims, "So I had to give my share,” he 
laughed. 

Ifhe had a choice, “I just want to stay 
in the background," he said. 

In fact, that was what he had been 
aiming for since he was thrust into media 
glare when then Air Force chief Lt, Gen, 
Benjamin Defensor named him head of 
the PAF public information office. 

“1 just want to do my job profession- 
ally, I want to stay in the background," 
Padilla said. 


Father and son 

It was an advice that former Army 
chief retired Мај. Gen. Restituto Padilla 
Sr, would tell his son—Padilla Jr-—ev- 
ery time the scandal-prone AFP would 
hog the limelight.

The main tissue for the new pe- 
nis is obtained from the forearm and in- 
corporated into the patients existing pe- 
nis. Mierosurgical techniques are used to 
connect blood vessels and nerves. Lastly, 
an inflatable penile prosthesis is placed to 
mimic normal erectile function, 


19men 

In the present study, Dr. David Ralph 
and colleagues, from University College 
London, described nine men, between 
19 and 43 years of age, who underwent 
the procedure at their Institution. The 
subjects included three hermaphrodites 
ang two men with testosterone prob- 


lems. The average penis length was just 
over 1 inch. 

Alof the men were satisfied with the 
cosmetic outcome of their operation, 
which aimed for a new penis length of 
about 5 inches, In addition, the oper 
tion allowed four men to urinate in the 
standing position and allowed four to 
have regular sexual Intercourse. 


Risks 

Despite these benefits, the procedure 
was not without its risks. Infectious 
complications, a shift in the prosthesis 
position, and the need for surgical revi- 
sions were all fairly common problems. 

“None of the past treatments for 
cropenis have been very effective," 


Ralph seid. "So itis not uncommon for 
these patients to undergo multiple op- 
erations.” 

Complications are common with to- 
tal phallic reconstruction, "but at the 
end of the day, all of the patients 
achieved good results and were 100 
percent satisfied with their outcomes,” 
headded. 


Still uncommon 

Despite its potential for "changing 
the Ше of men with micropenis,” Ralph 
noted that total phallic reconstruction 
"really hasn't caught on elsewhere.” 
Bur, he is hopeful that the presentation. 
at the current meeting might help 
change this, Reuters

Limeaoco, who headed the Laguna Lake 
Development Authority during the Aquino 
administration, said the plan to tap Laguna 
Lake for an additional source of potable water 
for Metro Manila had been in the pipeline for 
many years. 


Total cutback for irrigation 

He said Laguna Lake would be an “endless 
source" of water for Metro Manila once the 
desalination project was in place. 

Potable water can be sourced from Laguna 
Lake in 12 to 18 months, he said. 

Cruz said that if the water supply tightened 
in Luzon, “the first that has to be cut would be 
the water for irrigation to save the supply for 
household consumption. It is the national 
mandate," 

Cruz said a 100-percent water cutback for 
irrigation in Central Luzon, particularly Bula- 
can and Pampanga, would likely be imple- 
mented in April next year. 


No crisis foreseen 

Water officials will meet tomorrow to eval- 
uate the impact of the damage on the tunnel, 
she said. 

"We are still determining rhe number of 
logs that are stuck in the tunnel,” Cruz sald, 
adding that the clearing and rehabilitation 
work wouid take three to six months.

Filipino, Indian 
seamen missing 
in Alaska mishap 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska—A Filipino and five In- 
dian crew members of a soybean freighter 
were missing after the ship ran aground and 
broke in two and they were thrown into the 
‘waters off the Aleutian Islands in Alaska: 

‘The freighter belonged to Singapore-based 
IMC Group. ІМС crew manager Loh C.W. 
Weng said missing were Carlos Flores Santia- 
go, 45, from the Philippines and Indian citi- 
zens Z.M. Vaz, 46; Blaise M. Mascarenhas, 33; 
Narendra S. Yadav, 52; Durg V Singh, 54, and 
Didlar Singh, 44 

А major spill of dense, viscous fuel from the 
freighter was menacing a sensitive wildlife 
habitat in the Aleutian Islands, but finding the 
six crew members remained a priority—de- 
spite their diminishing odds for survival. 

“There are only so many boats and so many 
planes, and they have been directed to the 
search for life,” Kurt Fredriksson, acting com- 
missioner for the Department of Environmen- 
tal Conservation, said Thursday. 

Coast Guard rescue crews searched into the 
night, with officals saying they had not given 
up on finding someone alive. Estimates put 
survival in the 6-degree Celsius waters of the 
Bering Sea at about three hours. 

"Two cutters were at the scene of the acci- 
dent and another cutter with ой vacuuming 
equipment was en route and expected to ar- 
rive by Saturday morning, Thomas said. 

‘The six crew members were plunged into 
the sea when a Coast Guard helicopter 
crashed at about 6:15 p.m. Wednesday (0315 
GMT Thursday) while evacuating them from 
the freighter. Four others, including three 
Coast Guard personnel, were rescued from 
the water by a second helicopter that evening 
and were in good condition Thursday. 

‘The Coast Guard said the cause of the crash 
was still unknown. 

‘The 225-m Selendang Ayu was cleaved 
neatly in two, both pieces grounded upright 
and parallel about 60-m from the shore near 
Skan Bay on the western side of the island. 

Farther upshore lay the wreckage of the 
Coast Guard helicopter, its red fuselage black- 
ened and barely recognizable. 

‘The freighter was carrying 1.8 million liters 
of heavy bulk fuel and another 79,500 liters 
of diesel fuel. AP

Opec to cut oil supply; 
still, crude prices drop 


NEW YORK—World crude oil 
prices plummeted Friday as 
traders cast aside news of a mod- 
est Opec production cut, betting 
that prices are now far too high as 
energy stockpiles expand. 

New York’s main oil contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery in 
January, plunged 1,82 dollars to 
40.71 dollars a barrel, the lowest 
finish since July 21.

Opec ministers meeting in 
Cairo made the cut to bring output 
closer to the official ceiling of 127 
million barrels a day, a nominal 
cap, which they left unchanged.

Us soldier guilty of killing 
| Iraqi, draws 3 years in jail 


BAGHDAD—A US soldier was 
sentenced to three years in prison 
after pleading guilty to killing a 
severely wounded Iraqi teenager, 
the military said Saturday. 

S/Sgt. Johnny M. Horne Jr, 
30, of Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, also received a reduc- 
tion in rank to private, forfeiture 
of wages and a dishonorable dis- 
charge. 

Horne, attached to Company 
C, Ist Battalion, 41st Infantry 
Regiment, based in Fort Riley, 
Kansas, pleaded guilty to one 
count of unpremeditated murder 
and one count of soliciting anoth- 
er soldier to commit unpremedi- 
tated murder. 

‘The charges relate to the Aug. 
18 killing of a 16-year-old Iraqi 
male found in a burning truck 
with severe abdominal wounds 
sustained during clashes in Bagh- 
dad's Sadr City, an impoverished 
neighborhood that was the scene 
of fierce fighting between US 
forces and Shiite rebels loyal to 
anti-US cleric Moqtada Sadr. 

А criminal investigator had said 
during an earlier hearing that the 
soldiers decided to КШ him to “put 
him out of his misery" 


The military said in a state- 
ment that a jury-like panel of sev- 
еп service members issued the 
sentence shortly at 11:30 p.m. 
Friday after about four hours of 
deliberations. 

Horne is among six Fort Riley 
soldiers charged with killings in 
recent months—two for slayings 
in Kansas and four for deaths in 
Iraq.

Indian chief hanged 1858 
for soldier's death cleared 


TACOMA,  Washington—The. 
chief of an American Indian tribe 
was exonerated by a specially 
created court, nearly 150 years 
after he was hanged for the death 
ofa militia soldier in what is now 
‘Washington state. 

The unanimous verdict by а sev- 
en judge “Historical Court of Jus- 
tice" panel clearing Chief Leschi of 
the Nisqually Indian tribe ist 
legally binding, but it drew cheers 
and tears from hundreds of people 
who gathered at the state history 
museum to hear the decision. 

Leschi (pronounced LESH- 
eye) was hanged in 1858 for 
killing Col. A. Benton Moses of 
the territorial militia during the 
region's Indian war of 1855. 

The historical court, led by state 
‘Supreme Court Chief Justice Gerry

Ina statement, Kerik said he had discovered 
information that now leads me to question the 
immigration status of a person who had been in 
my employ as a housekeeper and nanny" 

“Ithas also been brought to my attention that 
for a period of time during such employment, 
required tax payments and related filings had 
not been made,” Kerik said. 

‘The White House did not mention the domes- 
tic employee in announcing Keriks withdrawal 
from consideration earlier Friday, and neither 
did Kerik in his letter to President George WL 
Bush, Both merely cited “personal reasons.” 

Kerik, 49, was named Dec. 3 to replace Tom 
Ridge as head of the department created after 
the Sept. 11 attacks to protect the country 
from future strikes. His nomination had yet to 
beconfirmed by the US Senate. 

Кепке withdrawal as Homeland Security 
chief designate came amid reports of poten- 
tial conflicts of interest between his private 
sector business activities and his new post.

But they do raise the es- 
sential question: Where will the money to rehabilitate 
ous,forests come from?

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A FEW days ago, Karen Kelley, press attaché of 
the US Embassy, hosted a press-roundtable 
meeting with Ambassador Charles Salmon Jr, 
Foreign Policy Advisor for the Asia-Pacific Cen- 
ter for Security Studies in Hawaii. А former po- 
litical officer in Manila, Salmon later served as 
deputy chief of mission in Myanmar and New 
Zealand before his posting as ambassador to 
Laos. He was foreign policy advisor to the 
commander in chief, US Pacific Command 
(CINCPAC) prior to his retirement from the 
foreign service. 

In a quick rundown of various US foreign poli- 
cy issues, Ambassador Salmon (call me "Charlie") 
cautioned against expecting any new initiatives 
from the incoming team at the State Department. 
Secretary of State-designate Condoleezza Rice, а 
Russian specialist, has her plate full with the Mid- 
dle East, North Korea, Iran and, of course, Iraq, 
and she may not have the time or the inclination 
to take on тоге. In our part of the world, the pri- 
orities remain the same: China to include Taiwan, 
Japan and the Korean peninsula, not necessarily 
in that order. I guess itis safe to assume that we 
are not on Conds radar screen. Incidentally, the 
last time we had a Russian specialist in our midst 
was in 1957, when Ambassador Charles "Chip" 
Bohlen was exiled to Manila by Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles during the Eisenhower admin- 
istration. In his memoirs, "Witness to Histor 
Bohlen devotes a chapter to his Philippine assign- 
ment, titled “Exile in Manila." He must have real- 
ly pissed off Dulles to be shunted off to Manila af- 
ter serving as envoy to the Soviet Union. 

Charlie Salmon's talk—which didn't give him 
much time for lunch—was made a bit more inter- 
esting by some juicy tidbits from his days as a po- 
litical officer in Manila from 1974 to 1977. He 
mentioned that at one time he met with a high- 
ranking Marcos Cabinet official who provided 
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up a few days later, he thought it was another op- 
portunity for additional material. It turned out 
that the fellow was calling him for help regarding 
a visa for his mistress. On another occasion, the 
embassy was encountering some delay in getting 
approval for a new envoy to replace outgoing Am- 
bassador William Sullivan. Apparently then First 
Lady Imelda Marcos was lobbying for Lloyd 
Hand, chief of protocol during the Lyndon John- 
son presidency. She and Mrs. Hand were old 
friends from the days when LBJ went all the way 
for Filipino troops to join the Vietnam War effort 
Hand never made it to Manila and David New- 
some, the ambassador-designate eventually pre- 
sented his credentials to Malacafiang. He left 
‘Manila after a brief stay of barely five months and 
was replaced by Richard Murphy. 

Salmon's itinerary included a visit to the 
Philippine Military Academy for a talk with the 
cadets. (Some wise guy said it was to brief them 
оп the proper accomplishment of customs for- 
malities whenever they enter the United States.) 
"The PMA should have тоге contact with the out- 
side world. It’s a good experience for the cadets. 
With the limited library facilities at Fort del Pilar, 
the next best thing would be personal interaction 
with the experts. 

For some reason, while checking up on Charles 
Bohlen, I got interested in the early envoys sent 
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“balikbayan.” After serving аз governor of Indi- 
ana, he was appointed US High Commissioner to 
the Philippines by President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt from 1937 to 1939. A good-looking, 
capable and ambitious politician, McNutt was 
called the “Hoosier Hitler” by critics for his bold 
and strong leadership. Seen as a possible rival of 
FDR, he was probably exiled to the Philippines to 
get him out of the way. In June 1946, he returned 
to the Philippines as US High Commissioner. In 
the afternoon of July 4, following the Indepen- 
dence rites, he was US ambassador to the Repub- 
lic of the Philippines. McNutt stayed at his post 
for less than a year. 

McNutt was followed by another politician, 
Emmet O'Neal, a former congressman from Ken- 
‘tuck. He spent even less time in Manila than his 
predecessor. O'Neal was replaced by Myron 
‘Cowen who stayed longer than the combined 
time of the two fellows who served ahead of him. 

The fourth envoy was a World War II naval war 
hero. Raymond A. Spruance graduated from the 
US Naval Academy in 1907. In one of history's 
great naval encounters, he was head of Task 
Group 16 atthe Battle of Midway from which the 
Us Pacific Fleet emerged badly hurt but victori- 
ous over Japan's Combined Fleet. He would stay 
at his post in Manila for more than three years. 

‘Another politician, this time a former Repub- 
lican senator from Michigan, Homer Ferguson, 
took over from Spruance. In his book “Portrait 
of a Cold Warrior,” Joseph B. Smith, а top CIA 
agent who served in the Philippines, had this to. 
say of Ferguson: “The kindest word to describe 
Ferguson's ambassadorship was that he was 
unprepared. His idea of relating to a foreign 
chief executive was to show his warmth by 
swatting Magsaysay on the seat of his pants af- 
ter the president delivered his State of the Na- 
tion message.” This is probably why the next

NEVER before has this conflict become as obvious 
asit has today—the clash between the interests of 
the government's creditors and the interests of its 
own citizens, The 2005 proposed national budget 
says it all.

Principal amortization of the national debt is 
another matter.

Merci 
fully, its not part of the budget because the need- 
ed funds will be borrowed; otherwise total debt 
payments would take up 82 percent of the na- 
tion's budget. Of the remaining amount, P176.8 
billion will go to local government units, P67.8 
billion is set aside for maintenance and other op- 
erating expenses, and the princely sum of P72.1 
billion is allotted to capital outlay. 

This is the budget; where the money will come 
from is not yet certain at this point, Not one new 
tax measure aimed at raising additional revenue 
has been signed into law. Next year looms as an- 
other deficit year, and additional borrowings are 
inevitable, Our hope is that the interest on new 
‘borrowings will not be much higher than what Б 
charged our more stable neighbors. This is the 
reason for the frantic efforts to persuade credit 
rating firms—like Moody's Investor Service, Fitch 
Ratings, and Standard & Poor’s—not to down- 
grade the nation’s credit standing. 

То assure the creditors that the government 
‘would be able to pay all its obligations, President 
Macapagal-Arroyo affirmed the seriousness of 
the fiscal crisis in August and forthwith an- 
nounced new tax measures. But to reassure the 
citizens that the burden will not be all that heavy, 
she declared in November that the crisis has 
passed, This is the desperate balancing act ofa fi- 
тапсїайу strapped government that is struggling 
tosurvive politically 

‘The conflict would not have arisen if the gov- 


ernment had not been so dependent on borrow- 
ings. Moreover, it would not have become serious 
if people believe that the proceeds from all past. 
debts had been properly used. The issue on both. 
counts is the competence and integrity of the па- 
tion's leaders. 

Independent economists have said that the 
country cannot expect to grow itself out of this 
debt hole. The hole has to be plugged first of all. 
Mie either pay up or we ask for debt relief. re 
quest for debt relief is a confession of failure that 
signals danger all around. The only other option 
isto increase our ability to pay our debts. We have 
to stop the suicidal habit of borrowing just to fi- 
mance interest payments. This means cutting 
costs and raising revenues, both of which are 
bound to hit the ordinary citizen in the form of re. 
duced social services, higher utility costs, and 
higher taxes. How a regime that is still trying to 
legitimize its rule will allocate this pain is going 
to bea political nightmare. 

Even as the government is trying to avoid the 
ripening of the fiscal crisis into an economic eri- 
sis, it is also worried that the clash of constitu 
cies could develop into a full-blown class conflict. 
At this point, there is no way blood can be further 
squeezed from an impoverished population that 
is already reeling from the effects of joblessness, 
high prices, and natural calamities. The poor are 
not exactly in awe of the President ог of the 
regime she represents. The middle classes have 
litte flexibility left. They are also the most resent- 
ful of the costs of bad government.

New taxes are 
a shortcut solution to what is basically a systemic 
problem. They promise not more revenue but on- 
ly more evasion.

It is unfortunate that disas- 
ters have to happen so that our 
attention can be called by na- 
ture itself, 

What happened in the 
provinces along the Sierra 
Madre had occurred in similar 
areas of the country. A study by 
Dr. Steve Godilano after the 
Southern Leyte disaster last De- 
cember identifed about 
800,000 hectares of land that 
are considered “hot spots” for 
disaster if the same amount of 
rain that fell on Southern Leyte 
wili fall on them. This was 
proven by the recent disaster in 
Quezon and Aurora. Dr. Godi-

hotspot." 
Poverty 

‘The causes of deforestation 
of our mountains and sloping 
lands are beyond logging, 
which are frequently blamed 
оп loggers. The limited oppor- 
tunities in the lowlands for al- 
most 25 million Filipinos that 
migrated to the uplands and 
the poverty in the uplands also 
did it. With no other source of 
income, timber poachers be- 
come the agents of deforesta- 
tion for unscrupulous timber 
traders who finance them. 

Forests in Sierra Madre and 
other mountains (Mt, Apo, Mt. 
Kitanglad, М.  Matutum, 
Palawan, Mt. Halcon, Mt- 
Cadig, Mt. Labo, Isarog, Bulu- 
san, Caraballo, Cordillera, 
Samar, Leyte, and many more) 
can regenerate if eft alone and 


agroforestry areas. 

‘Agroforestry promotes the 
planting of trees with diversified 
agricultural crops. It improves 
productivity and reduces costs 
since some costs are shared by 
several crops. It also cuts down 
the risk because there will be 
multiple sources of products and 
income. With agroforestry, the 
cost of timber produced on-farm 
will be cheaper, making the cost 
of logging from the natural 
stands higher. 

Planting trees on ferm particu- 
larly in about three million 
hectares of coconut areas located 
in the sloping lands, can provide a 
large chunk of timber and wood 
fuel supply that the country 
needs. Coco lumber now supplies 
a large share of the market other- 
wise supplied by conventional 
timber products. About 86 percent 
of the biomass fuel (such as char- 
coal, wood fuel, and farm by- 
products) used in the country 
come from agricultural lands.

Ernesto Cruz, deputy precinet com- 
mander of police station 6 here; SPO2 Bolog- 
to Ramos and SPO1 Emerson Valdez, also of 
precinct 6; and Felix Tacbas, a security guard. 

A policeman, identified as SPO1 Benjamin 
Quintino, was wounded and was taken to the 
James L. Gordon Memorial Hospital here. 

Mayor James Gordon Jr. pacified residents 
and assured them the attack was an isolated 
сазе. He said he has already ordered the po- 
lice to step up security in the entire city. 

Gordon condemned the attack and vowed 
to find the suspects until “justice is served.” 

"We should never allow such thing to hap- 
pen again, It is clear that there are lawless ele- 
ments trying to sow terror in our city,” ће said. 

The slain policemen were honored on Fri- 
дау night at the Olongapo City Hall. Local of- 
ficials assured the victims’ families that they 
‘would extend financial assistance and schol- 
arship grants for their children.

Women to get 
more seats 
in peace panel 


DAVAO CITY—The government peace panel 
would allocate one more seat for the women 
sector to ensure that women's issues will not 
be left out in the peace rebuilding efforts for 
post-conflict Mindanao, an adviser of Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo said. 

Teresita Delez, peace adviser of Ms Arroyo, 
"made the statement after the Mindanao Com- 
mission on Women (MCW), urged the govern- 
ment panel го include at least two women rep- 
resentatives in the peace negotiations to ensure 
that gender issues are included in the talks. 

Irene Santiago, chair of the MCW, said 
women's groups have learned their lessons 
from previous peace rebuilding efforts where 
women's issues were often sidestepped as for- 
mer conflict areas start a new era of peace. 

Delez agreed with the observation, saying 
that in the previous peace agreement with the 
Moro National Liberation Front, women only 
got 10 percent of the total funds poured into 
former MNLR-controlled areas. 

“This is way too low," Deles said. 

Some $50 million has been earmarked for the 
‘Mindanao ‘Trust Fund once the final agreement 
has been signed between the government and the 
MILF according to Delez, who recently visited the 
city fora gathering of Mindanao women leaders. 

‘The trust fund, which will come from donor 
communities mostly involved in the United 
Nations multidonor program in former MNLF 
areas, will be used to rebuild communities rav- 
aged by the government and MILF conflict. 

"We will make sure that gender issues are 
highlighted in the peace process. Well ensure 
that women are guaranteed participation and 
access to substantial resources once the peace 
era begins," Santiago said.

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Making a difference in mining

ORPORATE social responsibility is fast becoming a fad 
among big companies worldwide and PhilSaga Mining 
Corp. (РМС), a small mining firm nestled in Bunawan, 


Agusan del Sur, isno exception. 


PhilSaga has started adopting the phi- 
losophy in а bid to prove that mining, 
‘contrary to common perceptions, is not 
offensive to the environment. Its officials 
also wanted to prove that their operation 
did not transgress the ancestral domain 
rights of indigenous communities. 

PhilSaga does not want to be known аза 
company that destroys the area it is operat- 
ingin. With this, it established its social arm, 
the Mindanao PhilSaga Foundation Inc. 

Dr. Victor Salvado, MPFI president, 
said the company had already poured 
about P6 million into community devel- 
‘opment projects in the area from Jan- 
wary to September. 

"The foundation set up a water system 
facility school buildings and agricultural 
facilities for the local farmers, he said. It 
is also sending students to schools 
through scholarship grants. 


Village projects 

їп caring for the environment, Salva- 
do said the company, through the MPFI, 
had already planted thousands of trees 
in the vast expanse of the mine site. 

"This is one of the company's way of 
giving to the community what is due to 
them,” he said. 

Salvado said the foundation was 
closely working with the municipal gov- 


emment on various infrastructure pro- 
jects in Bunawan's 10 barangays. “We 
just have to improve the government 
program so that the impact would be 
much greater” he said. 

Although categorized as a small cale min- 
ing firm, PhilSaga has hired experts in mining 
and hopes that it will one day become the 
largest gold mining firm in Mindanao. 

PhilSaga officals said they were confi- 
dent of their business outlook because the 
experts help mold the firm into a “well- 
structured and well organized” company. 


Early years 
With the recent Supreme Court ruling 
reversing its earlier decision of disallow- 
ing foreign investors from wholly operat- 
ing mining companies, the officials fore- 
saw more good things to happen to the 
mining industry, which may well be the 
answer to the country's economic woes. 
PhilSaga (formerly Banahaw Co.) is cur- 
rently owned by partners Samuel Afdal, a 
retired colonel and William Philips, а 
British, who has been in the mining bus 
ness for the past 37 years, covering Aus- 
тайа, Singapore and the Philippines. 
PhilSaga started its operations with an 
uncertain future, as what the mining indus- 
try experienced in other parts of the world. 
Banahaw, which is owned by an Aus-

tralian mining firm, was the first to de- 
velop the mine site in Bunawan in 1989 
and installed the mining processing 
plants after entering an agreement with 
the government during the term of Presi- 


dent Corazon Aquino. 

But communist insurgency, peace and 
order problems, and lack of develop- 
ment forced Banahaw to close shop and 
sellits rights. 


Medium scale 

The mining site went from one firm to 
another, until PhilSaga bought it on 
2000. Officials said they were then appre- 
hensive that they might wind up shutting 
down as their predecessors did if they 
failed to fully develop their operations. 

They realized that the only way the 
company could generate income and 
eventually а revenue for the government. 
was through a large-scale operation. But 
this would require government interven- 
tion by allowing their small-scale mining 
status to be graduated to medium seale. 

"We are frantic in getting our license as 
a medium-scale mining firm,” Afdal said, 
adding that this matters to the very sur- 
vival oftheir company. 

As a small-scale mining firm, they are 
only allowed to extract ores up to about 50 
tons a day With the medium scale status, 
they can harvest as much as 750 tons a day 
“This would increase our production and 
sustain the mining operation,” Afdal said. 


Responsibility 

Не said that the firm have a limited in- 
come because the operation cost of the 
whole mining process was excessively 
huge. Operation cost alone averaged 
about P18 million го P23 million а month. 

The government has given assurance 
to help the mining industry players re- 
vive the underdeveloped industry due to 
its economic potential. "les not only 


needed in commerce, but it is also need- 
ed in the country" Afdal explained. 

Phillips said his company was a respon- 
sible one with total regard for the environ- 
ment, conscious of the rights of the indige- 
nous peoples, and helpful to the communi- 
ty by way of generating jobs and govern- 
ment revenues, and assisting in the deliv- 
ery of social services. 

"Mining industry in the Philippines is 
good for the government," he said. "It 
can make alot of money" he said, adding 
that it got “a tremendous future but that 
has to be controlled." 

In bis firm, Phillips said a miner could 
receive an average monthly income of 
P14,000. The amount gets bigger de- 
pending on the work output, he said. 

Phillips said he had practically been а 
miner all his life. "This is my last stop," 
he said adding that he does it for the love 
of mining and how he cen help achieve 
the dreams of miners have a better life. 

He is in charge of the mining of ores, 
while Afdal, the company president, 
takes care of administration. 

Afdal and Phillips, both in their early 
505, said they were heading for the “twi- 
light of their lives” and would only hope 
their company succeeded for the benefit 
of many people. 

At present, Philsaga revealied that it 
was pursuing a “large vein” of gold ore 
hidden in the earth crust. This would 
mean "higher grades” of gold, which is 
economically viable for the company. 

The Philsaga officials believes they 
can bring back the glory days of gold 
mining in Mindanao, without harming 
the environment and without displacing 
people in its area of operation.

Suspects 
in radioman's 
slay cleared

KALIBO, Aklan—The Aklan 
provincial prosecutors office 
has dismissed the criminal com- 
plaint against the suspects in 
the killing of a Kalibo-based 
broadcaster in 2001. 

In a six-page resolution dated 
рес. 6 but released on Thursday, 
the prosecutor's office said there 
жаз no probable cause to indict 
Jessie Ticar, Amador Raz and two 
unidentified suspects for the 
killing of Rolando Ureta. 

‘The resolution was signed by 
Apolinario Barrios, assistant 
provincial prosecutor, and ap- 
proved by Lourdes Quimpo-May- 
or, provincial prosecutor. 

In the resolution, Barrios said 
their investigation showed that the 
lone witness in the killing lied 
when he claimed that he was neat 
the place where he saw Ticar and 
Raz allegedly shoot the victim. 

Barrios said the testimony of 
the witness was contradicted by 
his father Perlito Sonio and uncle 
Diego Masangya who executed 
separate affidavits saying the wit- 
ness was in lloilo City at the time 
ofthe killing 

He said witnesses backed the 
alibis of Ticar and Raz. 

Supt. Odelardo Magayanes, 
acting provincial police director, 
said they will appeal the deci- 
sion. 

He also urged various media 
groups to help provide Urere's 
family with a lawyer who would 
assist them in the case. 

‘Augusto Tolentino, chair of 
the Kapisanan ng mga Brod- 
kaster ng Pilipinas-Aklan, said 
the National Press Club and the 
KBP were willing to provide 
lawyers who had offered their 
free legal services. 

The 32-year-old witness said in 
his affidavit that he saw Ticar and 
Raz shooting the broadcaster 
along the national highway in 
Barangay Bagtu, Lezo town, Ak- 
lan, around 7 km west of the capi- 
tal town of Kalibo on Jan. 3, 2001. 

Ureta fell in a ditch and man- 
aged to reach a house alongside 
the national highway before the 
two suspects finished him off. 

Before he was killed, Ureta was 
investigating the proliferation of 
illegal gambling and illegal drugs 
inthe province,

C. Luzon execs map out rehabilitation 


CITY OF MALOLOS—Members 
of the Regional Development 
Council (RDC) in Central Luzon 
convened for an emergency 
meeting here on Thursday, laying 
out the initial steps in the rehabil- 
itation of provinces battered by 
landslides and flash floods since 
late November. 

Much of the recovery plan 
will tap lessons learned from 
how the government, the pri- 
vate sector and the victims over- 
came the catastrophic effects of 
the July 1990 Luzon earthquake 
and the 1991 eruptions of Mt. 
Pinatubo, according to Remigio 
Mercado, regional director of 
the National Economic and De- 
velopment Authority (Neda), 
co-chair of the RDC. 

“Prolonged delivery of relief 
goods would delay the region's 
development," said Florita Villar, 
regional director of the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare and Devel- 
opment. 

‘Alex Ocampo of the Aurora 
provincial government said a cul- 
ture of dependence has started 
seeping among the affected resi- 
dents in the province. 

In his province, Ocampo said 
the last three weeks had seen 
some 200,000 people dependent 
оп food aid on the heels of dis- 
placements. Landslides һай 
Killed more than 100 people in 
Aurora, most of them in Din- 
galan, Ma. Aurora, San Luis and 
Baler towns. 

The Department of Public 
Works and Highways said dam- 
age to infrastructure alone in the 
region reached P687 million. 

Nueva Ecija, the food bowl of 
the region, reported some P200 
million in agricultural losses be- 
cause of flash floods.

CLEARING operations on roads 
in typhoon-ravaged areas in Lu- 
zon have gone full swing as the 
Department of Public Works and 
Highways puts up bridges in six 
sites in threé provinces at the 
north end of Luzon. 

Public Works Secretary Florante 
Soriquez said task forces had been 
mobilized in typhoondamaged 
areas to dear roads and bridges of 
landslide debris and logs. 

"There are now 10 task forces 
equipped with clearing equip- 
ment like bulldozers, backhoes, 
loaders -and trucks,” Soriquez 
said, identifying the provinces of 
Isabela, Aurora, Quezon, Catan- 
duanes, Camarines Nome and 
Camarines Sur as priority areas. 

‘The DPWH statement quoted 
Soriquez as saying part of the 
annual budget of the depart- 
ment for calamity response has 
been set aside for the 10 task 
forces now on 24-hour shifts. 

“Each team has P1 million for 
operating expenses," he said. 

Soriquez said another P9 
million has been set aside for 
‘emergency bridge works. 

He said 19 Mabey-Johnson 
Bridges under the President's 
Bridge Program would be built 
in six sites in three provinces.

Working Group (TWG) composed 
of government agencies and non- 
government organizations. 
Chaired by the regional chiefs 
ofthe Neda and Regional Disaster 
Coordinating Counci, the TWG 
will start a three-day workshop in 
January to detail the rehabilita- 
tion plan. Bulacan Gov. Josefina 
de la Cruz, RDC co-chair, commit- 
ted P200,000 for the activity.

Cordillera 
farmers hike 
veggie output 


LA TRINIDAD, Benguet— 
Cordillera farmers have in- 
creased their output to a million 
kilograms of assorted vegetables 
daily in spite of an impending 
agreement over an early harvest 
program (EHP) between the gov- 
emment and China that could 
displace local produce, Mayor 
Nestor Fongwan said. 

Fongwan said many aban- 
doned farms in Benguet produc- 
ing potatoes, carrots, Baguio 
beans, lettuce and cabbage have 
been reactivated as people troop 
back from the cities where unem- 
ployment levels hit all ime highs. 

The potential opening of new 
mines has also reopened an old 
Benguet vegetable market, agri- 
culture officials said. 

Benguet farms suffered with 
the closure of the American bases 
in 1991 and by the gradual shut- 
down of mines like Benguet Corp. 
This only left Metro Manila su- 
permarkes and restaurants as 
the direct clients of Cordillera’s 
salad vegetables, according to" 
documents from the Benguet 
government. 

Fongwan said farmers are com- 
peting to win contracts with 
Metro Manila retailers, who ship 
tons of vegetables at almost every 
hour of each day. 

La Trinidad hosts the region’s 
largest trading post, which had 
been documenting sharp but, 
steady increases in the volumes 
of vegetables produced by 
Benguet, Mt. Province and other 
towns which trade wich Metro 
Manila truckers, Fongwan told 
reporters. 

Benguet officials and farmers 
have sued importers accused of 
smuggling salad vegetables from 
China, and parts of Europe, to en- 
sure that "unfair competition" is 
stopped while the country negoti- 
ates better trade terms with other 
countries, Fongwan said. 

He said Benguet officials inter-

GENEVA—The Intemational Olympic Commit- 
tee said Friday that doctors should improve 
monitoring of athletes in an attempt to reduce 
fatal heart attacks during competition. 

Ata meeting at the Olympic body's headquar- 
ters in Lausanne, Switzerland, the ОС medical 
commission recommended that all athletes un- 
der 35 be questioned about their personal medi 
cal and family history when they start competi- 
tive activities. The aim is to try and diagnose po- 
tential abnormalities which could cause heart at- 
tacks. 

“We do not want to see athletes dying on the 
pitch," ЮС medical director Patrick Schamasch 
said. 

Undiagnosed cardiac problems cause about 90 
percent of sudden deaths in sport. Two out of ev- 
'ery 100,000 athletes between 12:35 years old die 
of heart attacks every year, compared to 0.7 per 
100,000 in the general population, the IOC said. 

‘Even if we have 1 percent, 1.1 percent, 0.9 
percent, that is a concer,” Schamasch said.

‘When he was still a senator, the older Revil- 
ја had sponsored an amendment to the Fami- 
ly Code, which was enacted into law last 
February, that provides that “illegitimate chil- 
dren may use the surname of their father if 
their filiation has been expressly recognized 
by the father through the record of birth ap- 
pearing in the civil register, or when an admis 
sion in a public document or private hand- 
written instrument is made by the father." 

Jolo, son of Sen. Bong Revilla and Lani 
Mercado, and Grace, daughter of Rosanna 
Roces, are not getting married soon despite 
the girl's condition, Lani told INqumen Enter- 
tainment on Wednesday. 

Both Jolo and Grace are 16. 

Osang said the teenage couples child, 
which an ultrasound test showed to be a boy, 
would be named Leone Bautista, following 
Jolo's real last name. 

“This is my legacy.” said the older Revilla, 
referring to the Family Code revision, in an 
earlier interview with INQumem Entertain- 
ment, “The child should not suffer a stigma 
from his illegitimate birth.”

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IT ISNT often that we in the press get to 
thank the stars. Half the time we're not even 
expected to, actually. 

Та the trade, the attitude is that the stars 
need the press—not the other way around. 
So whether it admits to it or not, the press ex- 
pects to be fawned over and given gifts and 
generally buttered up—never the other way 
around. 

Just check out how many editors have dec- 
imated a star, in print, because in a press con- 
ference the star—heaven forbid!—did not re- 
member their names. Or did not agree to bea 
presenter in an awards night they are orga- 
nizers of. Or did not give them that "exclu- 
sive" 

Research how many columnists have done 
a demolition job against a star because the 
star—how dare she!—did not come to the 
wedding of their daughter. Or disagreed with. 
them in print. Or did not donate to their fa- 
vorite charity. 

‘Meantime, reporters watching the unfold- 
ing drama put all their money оп the editor. 
and columnist. Probably because they can 
imagine themselves in similar fights some 
дау, and they want these important col- 
leagues backing them up then—ight or 
wrong, fair or foul. 

‘The only time the hatchet jobs begin to 
ease up is when the star, usually upon the ad- 
vice of a nervous manager or an even more 
nervous producer, makes huge overtures. 

Like, the star attends the offended colum- 
nists birthday, braving a possible snub, and 
gives the columnist’s kid concert tickets to a 
visiting foreign artists act. She might also 
throw in gift certificates to Rustan's. 

Or like, the star invites the irate editor to a 

restaurant, where she fetes not just the 
editor but the editor's extended entourage, 
and hands the editor an impressive goodbye 
gift besides. She might also throw in an invi- 
tation to join her in Bangkok. 

The idea is to salve the ego of the press. 

Never mind that it is noc a crime to for- 
get somebody's name, even that of a fa- 
mous columnist. Never mind that a star is 
within his rights to disagree with any writ- 
er at any time. And never mind that there 
isnorulethat says a star has to bea ninang 
at a wedding, show up at an awards night, 
or donate a centavo to anyone's favorite 
charity. 

In the order of the biz, the press is a class 
above. 


Saying thank you 

Christmastime is especially telling. For this 
is the season when the relationship between 
reporter and star is at jts most lopsided. 

Note how many reporters bother to give 
thank-you cards—let alone gifts—to the stars 
that give them beautifully wrapped presents 
for Christmas. 

In this highly unequal set-up, stars give 
and reporters receive. 

Surely, the stars earn more. And, come

Christmastime, no one can stop them from 
being dramatically grateful for their "bless- 
ings." Also, some of them really do take their 
gift lists seriously.

Tried and tested in the ways of show biz, 
the Megastar has a gift list} ат guess- 
ing—of at least 3,000 names! Now that the 
man she married is a senator, [can only imag- 
ine that the list has doubled! 

And knowing the disaster of inadvertently 
skipping the gift of just one reporter, who 
may belong to a circle of reporters that likes 
to talk about what they got for Christmas, 
Sharon is bound to map out the hows and 
whens and wheres of her gift-giving person- 
ally. This is a star, after all, who is master of 
her trade as well as her manners. 

Also take Lucy Torres. 

Believe it, Lucy's gift wrapping alone is a 
work of art. Lucy is a craftswoman, of course, 
but more than skill, the whole thing is, in her 
words, “a labor of love.” Т also believe she 
builds up her gift pile all year round, picking 
items from travels abroad and from bazaars 
here, so that each gift becomes special by the 
time Christmas comes around. 

But I wonder how many in the press return 
the thought. 

Sharon and Lucy—that Ishould choose the 
two of them is, I swear, for no other reason 
than that I remember their gifts, and in fact 
have been attempting for two years to find 
the perfect presents for them—may not ex- 
pect the thank yous, and may not even need 
them, but certainly they would like to know 
that their gesture is appreciated. 

Unless we don't believe that stars are peo- 
ple, too! 

Besides, doesn't it feel funny that stars and 
reporters сай each other “friends” all the 
time, and tell tales of “fun times together,” 
and know each other's brothers and sisters by 
name—but only one side always gives a gift? 

No—a reporter cannot say that his gift is 
his write-up, or column, or editorial, ог fea- 
ture, ог cover story. Those are not gifts for 
giving away. Those are, to be frightfully terse 
about it, sacred, and must be left alone. 

‘The moment a reporter starts thinking of any 
of those things as material he can wrap and 
trade, he ruins himself and the profession. 

Because then he has to start shaping his 
facts and his interpretation a definite 
way—all bright and breezy for the star he is 
giving the gift to; all dark and ugly for anyone 
atodds with the star he is giving the gift to. 

1 don't know—but 1 prefer that stars give 
gifts only to reporters they are actually close 
to. 

Those whose calls they take and re- 
turn—but even better, those they enjoy chat- 
ting with, even when they're not being writ- 
ten about and when they don't need to be 
written about. 

Those they have a texting relationship 
‘with—especially if the subjects of their text 
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SHARON СОМЕТА may have а gift list of at least 3,000 names. 


exchanges are also about matters not related 
to thetrade. 

Those they find at their birthday celebra- 
tions, their sets, their press conferences—es- 
pecially those who show up when their show 
biz careers are at an ebb. 

Those they have a history with, who have 
seen them through their breakups, who have 
been with them at the wakes of their loved 
ones, who have traveled with them—espe- 
cially those who, through all that intimacy, 
have honored their word on what should Бе 
kept off the record. 

Of course, in the end, the other face of this 
is that reporters should never take it against 
the stars if no gift is forchcoming— period. 

In fact, it might be simpler all around if the 
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stars did not go out of their way to give gifts 
at all. This way, there are no false expecta- 
tions for either star or reporter. 

‘A good rule to follow might be: If you have 
no plans of giving the star a gift, then don't 
expect one from the star yourself, 

Lest this be taken as cynical tit-for-tat, let me 
clarify that this only means that the holidays 
are as good a time as any to go back to the ba- 
sics. If the stars are subjects we write about, 
that does not make them our “friends.” If they 
are not our friends, we don't put them in a po- 
sition where they feel the need to give us some- 
thing, as friends might. 

Stars should never fear not giving gifts; re- 
porters should forever fear mistaking write- 
ups for gifts.

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Pixar, DreamWorks gear for box-office battle 


LOS ANGELES—Computer animation pio- 
neers Pixar and DreamWorks have set the 
stage for a potentially bruising box office bat- 
Че after both studios changed their schedules 
this week to target summer releases, analysts 
said on Thursday. 

Pixar Animation Studios Inc. creator of, 


hits from “Toy Story" to “The Incredibles,” 


said on Tuesday it would move the theatrical 
release of its films to summer with DVD re- 
leases to follow during the holiday season. 

The next day DreamWorks Animation 
SKG, home of “Shrek” and "Shark Tale,” said 
it would shift expected blockbuster "Shrek 3” 
from November 2006 to June 2007, and that 
the company generally planned on theatrical 
releases in its second and fourth quarters. 

"There is concern... theres going to be a 
flood of product in the market,” DreamWorks 
chief executive Jeffrey Katzenberg told апа- 
lysts this week. 

“1 think 2006 is the anomaly, the one year 
in which there seems to be more product than 
in any other year to date," he said. “In 2007, it 
recedes back down.” 

Some analysts see a risk of overcrowding. 

"Вой DreamWorks and Pixar expect to 
have early summer releases in 2006 and 
2007, and while this is not a disastrous sce- 
nario, we think it is an incremental negative 
for both companies," Banc of America ana- 
lysts said in a note to clients. 

Fulcrum Global Partners analyst Richard 
Greenfield said that while summer releases 
generally garnered better returns, head-to- 
head competition in theaters and in DVD re- 
leases would hurt the profitability of both 
companies. 


Lower average for all 

"We believe the beginning of an annual 
summer movie ‘war’ in 2006 does not bode 
well for either company, with ego... playing 
far too great а role in decision-making,” 
Greenfield said in a note to clients. 

Noting that other major Hollywood studios 
planned forays into animation, Prudential Eq- 
шу Group analyst Katherine Styponias also 
said more players “could result in lower aver- 
age box office forall players.” 

But others said moviegoers’ appetite for 
family fare seems to be endless, and that the 
timing of movie releases tends to be less im- 
portant than appealing to the right audience. 

Paul Dergarabedian, president of box office 
tracking firm Exhibitor Relations, noted the 
nearly simultaneous releases of "Polar Ex- 
press,” “The Incredibles,” “SpongeBob 
SquarePants” and "Shark Tale" this fall did 
mot appear to have hurt the studios that dis- 

. tributed them. 

All but "SpongeBob," the most recent re- 
lease, have reached at least $100 million in 
ticket sales despite having debuted within six

CTRESS Yayo Aguila said 

she had already prepared 

her family “emotionally and 
physically" in case her husband, 
actor William Martinez, was found 
guilty of possession of an illegal 
drug paraphernalia and was sent 
to jail. 

William was arrested last April after he was 
reportedly caught with a tooter, a three-inch 
glass tube used to take shabu, at the Centen- 
nial Terminal of the Ninoy Aquino Interna- 
tional Airport. 

William tested positive for shabu, accord- 
ing to an examination conducted also last 
April by the Philippine Drug Enforcement 
‘Agency. But through it all, Yayo said she never 
thought of packing her bags and leaving her 
husband. 

“Breaking-up with William would do more 
harm than good to our kids," she pointed out. 

"To all those women who are going 
through the same experience, just hold on,” 
she added. “Stand by your man, Don't just 
give upon them. Do whatever you can to keep 
your family whole. There's no problem too 
difficult to solve if you're together” 


Mixed emotions 

“We prepared for the worst,” Yayo told In- 
оолга Entertainment last Tuesday. "This is a 
very serious matter. If William went to jail, 
ош children would be the most affected. The 
kids knew everything that was happening. We 
never hid the problem from them.” 

‘Two of their children—Patricia and 
Dana—were with William and Yayo when 
Judge Eleuterio Е Guerrero of the Pasay City 
regional trial court announced his decision 
last Tuesday. William was acquitted of the 
drug charge because the court had found the 
сазе “legally weak.” 

"Were very thankful that the judge ruled in 
cour favor,” said Yayo: "We didn't know what to 
expect. Up to the last moment, we were pray- 
ing fora positive decision. Nakabitin kami. 

"So when the decision was read that day, 
‘we had mixed emotions. All of us hugged 
each other and cried, including the judge's 
staff members who had already become close 
tous, 

“This is the best gift that our family has ever 
received this Christmas," she added. "Were 
very thankful that God heard our prayers.” 

William and Yayo were on their way to 
Dakak Beach Resort in Zamboanga del Norte 
in the South when a routine body search at 
the airport led to the alleged discovery of a 
tooter. 

Possession of drug paraphernalia such as a 
tooter is punishable by a maximum four-year 
jail term.

Education" comes off as a collec-

Contributor Needless to say, Julius sees his job as a noble 

profession: “I love my job. Ido itin the best way! 
THERE he was on a rooftop, in а lahar-ravaged сап” 
Pampanga town, valiantly tying to hide his 
‘mounting fear while covering for а radio news 
program. 

"That was in 1991," Julius Babao recalls. “I 
thought] was going to die." 

‘Strangely enough, that was the moment һе 
decided that what he was doing right then was 
his true calling. 

Julius took up Film and Audio-visual Commu- 
nications at the Unis of the Philippines, 
having dreamt of being one of the countrys 
finest film directors. But fate, as everyone can 
see, had a different plan. 

"During that coverage,” Julius continues, “I 
was the only link between the government and 
the people." He felt he was saving lives. He һай 
figured that, asa film director, he could effective- 
ly present reality in а medium that would push 
people to change. 

‘And then he saw it clearly: “Both film direc- 
tors and broadcasters have the power to initiate 
change within their own discipline, through 
their own means.” 


Serendipity 

But how did an aspiring filmmaker land in 
broadcasting? 

Serendipity is Julius answer "When I gradu- 
ated—that year, 1991—1 was jobless for several 
months. My mother was nagging me to find 
work. I applied with GMA 7 and was hired as 
production assistant. It was not easy There were 
times I served as a driver. I almost gave up. 
‘Thankfully my colleagues were supportive. Iam 
happy stayed," 

Julius sought greener pastures when he ac- 
cepted the radio reporter's job for GMA 7s AM 
station, dzBB. In 1993, he went into television as 
police reporter for ABS-CBN's flagship news pro- 
gram, "IV Patrol.” Before the year was over, 
Julius was a standby anchor for the said news 
program, whose main anchors were Noli de Cas- 
tro, Mel Tiangco and Frankie Evangelista. 

“Kabayan Noli wil always be my idol,” Julius 
declares. "T will always be thankful because he 
was the first one to believe in my talent” Aside 
from pinch-hitting for absent "TV Patrol” an- 
chors, Julius was asked to co-anchor “TV Patrol 
Intemational” with Angelique Lazo. 


Setting a trend 

The countrys first early morning program, 
"Alas Singko У Medya” was launched in 1997, 
with Julius and Panjee Gonzales as hosts. Julius 
considers this year a milestone in his career. It 
wasn't easy at the beginning, he says. 

"But I am proud of this show because it set a 
trend. For five years, it was number one in its 
time slot.

Taylor Hackford's "Ray" Bill Condon's 
“Kinsey,” Terry George's "Hotel Rwanda,” Ale- 
jandro Amenabar's "The Sea Inside" and Wal- 
ter Salles’ "The Motorcycle Diaries” have bet- 
ter chances at acting and other nominations 
than best-picture slots. 

The latter two are foreign-language films, 
which rarely make the best-picture cut. Jean- 
Pierre Jeunet's World War 1 era romance, "A 
Very Long Engagement," and Zhang Yimou's 
martial arts epic, "House of Flying Daggers," 
have the same hurdle, but those movies have 
caught stronger best-picture buzz than other 
foreign-language pictures, 

Sumptuously shot, Joel Schumacher’s “The 
Phantom of the Opera” could join “Moulin 
Rouge!” and “Chicago” as the third musical of 
the past four years to earn а best-picture nom- 
ination after а two-decade drought for the 
genre. 

The year's most divisive hits—Mel Gibson's

Foxx authentically captures Charles’ 
mannerisms and intonations, and he seam- 
lessly juggles the singer's playful, gentle de- 
meanor with the dark, hurtful side chat led 
him to prolonged drug addiction and heart- 
less treatment of women. 

Besides, an Oscar vote for Foxx is in essence 
ап Oscar vote for the beloved Charles, who 
died last June.

IF WASHINGTON SyCip is the 
brains behind the success of con- 
sulting firm SGV & Co., then his 
childhood friend and partner, Al- 
fredo M. Velayo, is the heart.

that encouraged the growing 
staff of SGV & Co. to keep right on 
working, making the firm what it 
is today, the biggest in the coun- 
try with offices across Asia. 

This he did while working as 
hard as everybody did, including 
the founder Wash SyCip. He 
clocked in long hours 
and would sacrifice his 
Weekends to get the 
clients job done and help grow 
the business from its humble be- 
ginnings in 1947. 

Burning the candle at both 
ends is second nature to Velayo 
whose destiny is so inextricably 
intertwined with SyCip’s. 

They met for the first time in 
1926 during their first day of first 
grade at the Burgos Elementary 
School in Sta. Mesa. 

He and the rest of his class- 
mates started crying when the 
bell rang and their siblings and 
parents were ushered out of the 
classroom.

on the streets of Manila. 

Не had to persevere, however, 
as he also had to take care of his 
young wife, Harriett, whom he 
first saw across а crowded stadi- 
um during a basketball game dur- 
ing his freshman year. 

‘When it became obvious that 
the Japanese would lose the war, 
American citizens were allowed 
to go back to the United States 
along with the soldiers. Among 
those who took the long boat ride 
to the mainland were Harriett, 
her American mother and her sib- 
lings. 


As Harriett’s husband, Velayo 
was allowed to go with them on 
the boat, thus, putting the Fil- 
ipino accountant on the road to 
ал almost one-year stint with the 
US military. 

He was in California, Virginia. 
and Alaska. It was quite a dis- 
tance from the Philippines at that 
time when communication was 
limited to the exchange of letters 
and the occasional phone call. 

But despite being across the 
miles, Velayo and SyCip kept their 
friendship going and updated 
each other on what was happen- 
ing in their lives about every 
week. 

The most memorable letter 
came on Dec. 16,1946 when 
SyCip encouraged Velayo to come 
back to the Philippines and take 
advantage of the opportunities 
open to accountants. 

Velayo took him up on the offer 
and joined Sycip in 1947 as а 
parmer in W. SyCip and Co. Ву

Jayo, Jose and Co. and in 1953, it 
was again renamed SGV & Co,

SGV quickly made йз name known in the 
industry largely due to the legendary team-up 
between SyCip and Velayo. 

SyCip was in charge of getting clients, 
while Velayo took care of staff training, client 
servicing, while doing his own work as audit 
in charge of some of the biggest clients, 

It was a work that demanded most of his 
time, including weekends, that he hardly saw 
his wife and four children. 

1n 1965 he made a big error in one of his au- 
diting jobs that he thought it was time to leave. 
He came to see SyCip the next day with every 
intention of resigning from the partnership. 

“I went to see him early that morning and 
told him of my intention. He said, okay, 
choose the date. But he told me to choose that 
date carefully because he would walk out the 
door with me. 

My friend outsmarted me yet again, because. 
he knew that I would not be able to do that be- 
cause the partnership will not survive with the 
two of us gone. So I stayed,” Velayo says. 


Closing a chapter 

But by 1970, he was finally allowed to re- 
tire from the partnership, closing a chapter in 
thestory of SGV. 

Velayo moved on to join the private sector 
as director and CEO of different companies, 
including his own, which invested in different 
businesses including the jewelry business of 
his brother, Ding. 

‘That is not to say, however, that Velayo and 
SyCip went their separate ways. They kept 
their friendship and he even became one of 
SGV's cients. 

Even in sickness they were together. In 
1997, they were both diagnosed with prostate 

cancer by the same doctor and at the same

"When they came back to the Philippines for 
radiotherapy, Velayo was patient number one, 
and SyCip, number two. They found themselves 
partners again, in sickness and in health. 

“How can I separate myself from this guy?” 
Velayo asks in jest. 

Welayo and SyCip are over that scary 
episode and both continue to be active in 
business and in outreach proj 

Velayo spends more of his time these days 
at the helm of William J. Shaw Foundation, 
which helped him and SyCip give back some 
help to the public schools they attended as 
young boys. 

Не also relishes the time he spends with hi 
children and grandchildren. 

He says was not only until after he retired 
from SGV and positions in over 150 compa- 

ies that he was able to devote more time for 
his wife and children. 

Velayo enjoys every minute spent with hi 
family, especially with his wife. The only

But it is with SyCip that Velayo has been 
with the longest. And as they enter their mid- 
80s, many say they would probably leave the 
world together. 

Velayo begs to disagree. 

In typical Velayo humor, he says he would 
likely pass away ahead of SyCip, who is older 
than him by 57 days.

Housing kids’ sports

IT IS a challenge for many parents these 
days to pry their kids away from their com- 
puters and playstations, and get them to go 
out and play. 

One possible reason is that these fash- 
fon-conscious children do not have "cool" 
clothes and the right gear to encourage 
them to take up a sport. 

And for those who are already into 
sports, the market gives them limited 
choices or they have to make do with the 
smallest sizes of adult clothes.

Arceo says that before Kidsports, par- 
ents usually went to specialty stores to go 
to different stores to look for the right 
equipment for martial arts, such as tae 
kwon do, and basketball. 

There was also a shortage in junior 
sized sports equipment, which discour- 
aged many children since they could not 
play as well when using their parents’ 
rackets, for instance. 

But with Kidsports, he says everything 
is put under one roof, including the right- 
sized equipment for smaller hands. 

Even the design and layout was con- 
ceived with the children in mind. It is exe- 
cuted in bright colors to encourage its tar- 
get market со come in and touch and feel 
the goods, before making a purchase.

be overlooked by project proponents. 

A report оп FOT's environmental 
projects cites Maqueda Bay as the most 
consistent beneficiary community in 
view of its pressing needs. Almost 70 
percent of FOT proceeds goes to its re- 
habilitation. PBSP has even established 
а Samar Resource Management Pro- 
gram that administers support system- 
atically. 

Support for Maqueda Bay does not 
come from FOT funds alone. MGC and 
PBSP also ensure the continued growth 
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and environmental protection of the 
area by partnering with agencies like 
the Southeast Asian Fisheries Develop- 
ment Center (Seafdec), Department of 
Agriculture, Philippine Army and other. 
donors. 


Broad reach 

Through such partnerships, MGC 
and PBSP are able to reach more com- 
munities and undertake more projects. 
То get an idea of FOT's wide reach, the 
report explains that "about 8,431 
households have benefited from the 
various projects implemented ой 

faqueda Bay" 

This widened area has been provid- 
ed with the means to diversify crops, 
initiate aqua culture and alternative 
livelihood projects that have strength- 
ened their cooperatives. РОТ assis- 
tance also includes coastal technology, 
testing and verification of marine 
species to ensure their replication and 
production. 

Asa result, 550 families have record- 
ed increases in their monthly incomes. 

Since reforestation must often go 
hand in hand with coastal rehabilita- 
tion, FOT funds have been used to re- 
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plant 414 hectares of upland forests, 
an area that comprises 40 percent of 
the targeted reforestation site. Part of 
this upland area has been set aside for 
an agro-forest. This will make it possi- 
ble for farmers to earn more by com- 
bining high value crops with fruit 
trees. 

The latest project being undertaken 
with FOT funds in Maqueda Bay is a 
multi-species fish hatchery. This will 
not only mean continuous fish supply 
but also reduce the cost of fry for prop- 
agation. 

MGC and PBSP cooperation proves 
that business and concerned citizens 
actually achieve more when they mix. 
ts а combination as natural as, well, 
nature. Our ecology supplies us with all 
the resources needed for us to grow 
and develop as a people and as a na- 
tion. It's only a matter of harnessing 
these resources in a sustainable way. 

Every time we cut trees or catch fish 
indiscriminately, we are wasting our 
precious wealth. And we'll never be 
free of our "fiscal crisis.”

NATIVE of Bgy. Del Pilar, 

San Fernando, Pampanga, 

Rolando Quiambao, 49, has 

been creating lanterns and street 
décor for 20 years now. 

His shop, Rolrens Lantern Products Gener- 
al Merchandise, is now the only booth in 
Paskuhan Village, Bgy. San Jose, Зап Fernan- 
do, Pampanga, that sells Christmas décor all 
year round. 

Managed by his wife Renita, Rolrens 
Lantern Products General Merchandise was 
put up in 1992. Its factory in San Femando 
employs 27 workers. The company starts 
making lanterns and other holiday acces- 
sories in March and takes a rest from January 
to February. 

Each lantern, fashioned from Japanese pa- 
per, wood, plastic, metal, capiz shell and oth- 
er environmentally friendly native materials, 
is an attractive example of Pampanga folk art. 

With the aid of only two workers, 
Quiambao initially created simple designs, 
utilizing wires and Japanese paper. Today, the 
traditional parol has evolved into spectacular 
shapes and colors of kaleidoscopic splendor. 

“Pero mas mahirap gawin yung mga designs 
noon. Маз maraming cuts. Ngayon, ididikit na 
lang ang patterns," Quiambao says. 


Light to the world 

Passionate about lanterns since he was 10 
years old, Quiambao firmly believes that 
parol makers are “the link between the past 
and the future." For the artist and his commu- 
nity, which used to win the grand prize of Best 
Street Décor in San Fernando for four consec- 
utive years, "Ang parol ng San Fernando ay 
tanglaw ng buong mundo," he says. 

Indeed, for most Filipinos, the Pampanga 
parol has become a generic term for any elab- 
orate star lantern. 

Quiambao was last year's grand prize win- 
nerin the Lantern Festival, an annual event in 
San Fernando that continues to attract hordes 
of spectators from all over the country. The 
competing giant parols become even more 
dazzling with each passing year. 

Participants come from the barangays of 
San Jose, Dolores, Lourdes, Sto. Rosario, Del 
Pilar, San Pedro, Sto. Nifio, Sta. Lucia and San. 
Nicolas. 

A book on the lantem’s history and how it’s 
made and а lantern museum are now being 
planned by the town,

HE CARACOL in honor of the miracu- 
lous icon of Our Lady of the Holy 
Rosary enshrined in the church of

Young manager provides executives 
to local and multinational companies

HIRING the tight people is not 
an easy task, especially when 
it’s for multinational manufac- 

stig. companies and global 
software development corpo- 
rations, The challenging task 
of providing executive and 
managerial professionals to lo- 
cal and multinational compa- 
mié lies upon newly pro- 
moted Karmeli Kintanar, man- 
ager of KSearch Asia Consult- 
ingine, 

"KSearch Asia Consulting,

“The Way” by St. Josemaria 
Escriva as an inspiration for 
her purpose-driven life.

"It basically 
opens up a new way of sancti- 
fication for ordinary profes- 
sionals like me through prop- 
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erly fulfilling my duties at 
work, with my family, and in 
my community." 

Kintanar also considers her 
new position as a way to 
broaden her exposure. Always 
hungry for knowledge, she 
never shys away from new 
challenges and responsibili- 
ties, a mindset she hopes 
people of her age would try to 
follow. Remembering how she 
was never really interested in 
the human resources field, she 
has learned to be open to роз- 
sibilities. “When young, it is 
better to broaden one's expo- 
sure. Then decide on which 
special field of interest to be 
deeper in knowledge, to the 
point of being an expert in 
such field. 

Another way she is also try- 
ing to follow is that of her man- 
aging director's. "Не has built 
our practice to be more than 
just simple recruitment but a 
management consulting prac- 
tice. I try to follow his way of 
encouraging our team to take 
advantage of every encounter 
with an applicant, client and 
other people to enhance our 
knowledge.”

1 decided to put together ca- 
reer information from the data 
1 obtained from interviews with 
a total of 12 customer service 
representatives, both inbound 
and outbound. Several HR 
managers in two big call center 
companies, two in a medium- 
sized and one in a small-sized 
company, answered the ques- 
tionnaires I sent them. 

This information will be use- 
ful to a person faced with a ca- 
reer choice in whatever stage 
in life he or she is in, a high 
school student deciding on a 
college course or a training pro- 
gram, an adult at midlife hav- 
ing doubts about the wisdom of 
choices made while still young, 
or an elderly person contem- 
plating a retirement career. 

More and more call centers 
are opening in the Philippines 
because US companies with 
products and services to sell 
prefer Filipinos due to their 
reputation for good perfor- 
mance, their ability to speak 
and understand English better 
and better capacity to speak 
English the way Americans do. 
Also, our country has lower cost 
of service and labor compared 
to other countries in Asia. 

Big call center companies ad- 
vertise their job openings; many 
do not. They depend on word 
of mouth through their employ- 
ees, job fairs and career expos, 
walk-ins and placement offices 
in schools. 

CSRS 

The manpower of call center 
companies are composed 
mostly of customer service rep- 
resentatives or CSRs. Cus- 
tomer service representatives

They miss the fact that is simple, clear and elementary: laws 
are based on love, and love is all that Jesus teaches. 

When “practical” decision-makers separate Jesus from 
their work world, their problem-solving results in palliatives 
that don't last, in remedies that are fair to one party but not 
quite so to another, in solutions that satisfy them at the ex- 
pense of the small workers. When ordinary workers leave the 
Lord's teachings out of their work life, they come to look for 
and depend on other people (like unscrupulous labor lead- 
ers) to save them from workplace miseries. A workplace 
without the wisdom of Christ breeds tyrants and victims, and 
in due time grows to be the launching pad of labor strikes, 
mutinies, and rebellions. Whatever our position in the worl 
place, we can allow the spirit of Christ to operate in us, and 
when we have it guiding our moves and decisions, we don't 
have to "look for another" messiah to save us with their hu- 
mon laws; we have Love, the fulfillment of the law, to secure 
our future.

The ‘messiah’ in work

AS JOHN and his disciples in today's Gospel were expecting 
to find the true Messiah, many of us would also want our 
work to be some kind of a messiah—something which could 
free us from many forms of slavery and evil and could satisfy 
our needs and desires. For most of us, work and its fruits 
could provide us our livelihood; could give us the sense of 
security in life while working, and at retirement age. For 
many, working all through life could give a sense of fulfill- 
ment and happiness. While some feel these saving experi- 
ences with work, others would find work enslaving instead 

When we work for selfish motives or even for the sake of 
work itself, we soon lose the value and meaning of working 
and start to feel like a slave, grudgingly submitting our 
selves to the master—the unavoidable work. We work with 
“fear and trembling,” suffering more stress and fatigue than 
necessary until our health fails and we feel miserable all our 
life. The workplace would become like "hell" for us and 
everyone in it is either a threat we have to eliminate or 
destroy or an “object” we can use for our advantage. We, 
therefore, need to look at work in another way and find the 

true messiah” in it. 

Looking at work with the “eyes of faith” will make us 
accept the burden, fatigue, and difficulties of work as our 
share in the sufferings of the Christ for our salvation. Faith 
makes us see Jesus the Messiah in our stressed employers or 
in the face of our tired coworkers.

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T'S AS if Tina Juan had walked into 
fone of those glass-walled workout stu- 
dios, and suddenly, she is everywhere. 
As the most trusted fitness profession- 
al today, every move she makes is 
echoed by countless others. In print 
and on television, the 46-year-old Juan 
has stretched and curled herself into 
becoming the public’s go-to girl when 
it comes to fitness, regularly discours- 
ing on diets, expounding on exercise, 
fishing out facts about food. She’s our 
cardiovascular crutch, and she’s been 
at it for over two decades.”! didn't 
plan to be here but 1 am happy and 
grateful to be here,” Juan says. “I do

Few of those who read her column or 
watch her on television know that, to 


become healthy and wise, Juan had to 
go through her own health crisis, a har- 
rowing experience that actually led 
her to the mission of a lifetime. 

First, one needs to dispatch the myth 
that Juan was a superwoman to begin 
with. Far from it. "I was an athletic 
klutz,” she admits. Growing up, Juan 
wore glasses since she was 9 (she's had 
Lasik surgery since) and couldn't really 
get involved in anything that required 
hand-eye coordination. Ballet and jazz 
lessons didn't change that. "I'm not 
some super-athlete. | feel like 1 know 
what the average person goes 


through." 

Slie was born Ма, Cristina Aboitiz, the el- 
dest of electrical engineer Ernesto Aboitiz and 
homemaker Marie Ibafiez’s five children, part 
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Overcoming an eating 
disorder started this 
maverick mom on the 
path to becoming the 
country’s most trusted 
fitness professional—and a 
multimedia entity in the 


fight against fat and flab 
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of a family that stands among the unofficial royalty of 
the South. Juan was born and raised in Davao, engag- 
ing in a very active life outdoors in then quite rural ter- 
ritory. "It was quite unlike the childhood of today,” she 
recalls. “No going to the mall.” Juan finished high 
school at Philippine Women’s College at 15, and began 
a whirlwind tour of campuses nationwide during very 
brief stays at St. Theresa's College in Cebu, Brent Inter- 
national School in Baguio and St. Scholastica’s College 
in Manila. 

She transferred to the University of the Philippines- 
Diliman, where she took up BS Biology because she had 
originally wanted to be a doctor. "I had fun there." She 
didn't finish, and would later attend the University of 
Boulder in Colorado—for two short weeks. “At which 
point, 1 told my father I wanted to come home,” she 
says. She did come home, and in 1979 married busi- 
nessman Domingo Juan, Jr. They have two children, 
Cat, 24, and Miguel, 21. 

Ironically, it was a brush with an eating disorder that 
initially triggered Juan's interest in physical fitness. 
Thin as a child, Juan began putting on weight in her 
teens, the normal weight gain for a girl. She began di- 
eting, her weight seesawing because she didn't know 
better. She was only 14 when the first stages of bulimia 
set in, the sickness fully coming to bear the next year. 
Moving away from Davao, Juan was put under a lot of 
stress being away from home. “Somebody taught me 
how to throw up," she says. "It got to the point that I 
was hiding it everyday. Bulimics eat extremely large 
quantities of food, actually; it’s just that they regurgi- 
tate the food afterwards.” Juan’s bulimia reached its 
peak when she was 17, when she had a bout of depres- 
sion. “It got really bad, and my parents had be called 
in,” she remembers. Juan explains that she was suffer- 
ing emotionally and mentally prior to that point. “I 
thought that all my problems in the world were because 
Iwas 20 lbs overweight, which was silly,” she says. She 
wound up seeing a psychiatrist for a year. “That's when 
1 made the crossover into healthy eating and exercis- 
ing.” 

The turning point 

‘The turning point was simply her realizing she was 
getting nowhere. "Forget it. If that's the price Го gonna 
pay to be thin, it’s not worth it. IfI can’t be thin, I can be 
healthy instead.” Juan bought a book on nutrition, be- 
gen eating well, and began walking 15 minutes to 
school in St. Scholastica, walking home for lunch and 
back. Then she took up yoga. “Back then, when you did 
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yoga, people thought you were Hare Kr- 
ishna. Now, it's more mainstream. It was 
then that I actually lost all the weight,” 
she says. 

When her husband was transferred to 
Davao, she went with him, a homecom- 
ing of sorts, later moving to Cebu. She 
gave birth to her kids. It was after giving 
birth to Miguel that she stopped exercis- 
ing for а while, and it would take a year 
and half to lose the 30 pounds she put on. 
“I lost it the old fashioned way, watching 
what I ate and exercising.” 

The road to becoming а fitness profes- 
sional opened up before her She was 
working out in the Cebu gym of Lita 
Quisumbing, effectively her mentor. In 
1985, Quisumbing asked Juan, “Why 
don't you think about making this a ca- 
reer?” It had never occurred to her. “Back 
then, if you took Physical Education, that 
meant you became a PE teacher.” Taking 
her mentor's advice in 1987, Juan began 
teaching at her daughter's school, Chris- 
tian Harvest Academy in Sun Valley, 
Parafiaque, after school hours, free of

Juan 
wrote a monthly column for Mega Maga- 
zine from 1994 to 1999. When Metro 
Magazine editor in chief (and then 
Lifestyle Editor for the PHIUPPINE DAILY In- 
Quiz) Thelma Sioson San Juan inter- 
Viewed Juan in 1996, it led to Juan writ- 
ing а weekly column for the INQUIRER, 
which she continues to write today. She 
also maintains а column for Metro, 
Health Today and Badminton Philip- 
pines. 

From print to TV 

Her Inquirer column has led to other 
pursuits as well. One of the readers 
turned out to be Tess Suplico of Goodwill 
Bookstore. Suplico suggested compiling 
her columns into a book, titled “Lose 
Weight, Feel Good, Look Great." Goodwill 
was a major sponsor of the ABS-CBN early 
morning show “Alas Singko Y Medya.” 
(Sing with us: ‘Alas Singko Y Medya 
na...") ABS-CBN exec Jake Maderazo in- 
vited her to handle the show's fitness seg- 
ment. Juan had her own concerns; she 
wasn't showing up in a skimpy outfit, and 
she wanted the segment to be “education- 
al and informative.” Maderazo agreed 
wholeheartedly, and Juan began appear- 
ing regularly on ASYM” from 1998 to 
2002. 

Juan branched out that year, headlining 
her own daily show, "In Fimess & In 
Health,” on Studio 23, “I thought that T re- 
ally wanted to do a regular show about 
more than exercise, I wanted it to be prac- 
tical and comprehensive.” It's not about 
building bodies but about properly build- 
ing a consciousness regarding health. “It’s 
an advocacy,” she says. 

There are many other exercises that 
Juan wants to go into. Aside from more 
books, she intends to do exercise videos: 
“I want them to be cheap and affordable, 
а compilation of the exercises on the 
show, not to make tons of money bur to 
get И out there.” Juan's own website 
(http://www.inajuanfitness.info) gath- 
ers her articles in a single site online, but 
she has something else cooking in cy- 
Ђегзрасе. Juan wants to put together an 
online fitness directory in 2005. “People 
are asking me all the time, Where can 1 
take tai chi?" or "Where can I find a doctor 
for my foor?" This website is whar she 
hopes will answer all those questions; їп 
fact, if anyone wants to make an an- 
nouncement about their services and ac- 
tivities on the free site, please do send her 
an e-mail at fimessQattglobal.net.

country and the fitness community so 
that they can easily go there.” 

And on top of all that, she does a lot 
of doctors’ conventions, something 
she considers very important. “Every 
doctor who is enlightened about fit- 
ness goes out and talks to so many pa- 
tients. It affects so many peoples 
lives." She co-founded the Association. 
of Fitness Professionals of the Philip- 
pines in 1990. "The idea was to bring 
continuing education to the Filipino 
instructor who could not afford to go 
abroad.” Those who do go abroad 
have made a commitment to the over 
1,500 members nationwide to teach 
what they learn abroad for free when 
they return. 

А voracious reader up to now, Juan 
also writes a lot, correcting miscon- 
ceptions. "Its human nature, going 
for the quick fix. I understand where 
they're coming from, because I came 
from there. I hate to be the killjoy, but 
I feel that if someone had set me 
straight when I was younger, it could 
have saved me a lot of grief.” 

So Juan wades into discussions 
about diets (Atkins and South Beach), 
exercise trends (Pilates and tae-bo) 
and others, putting time and energy 
into her commentary. “There is a me- 
dia-driven drive towards health, and a 
let of it is also very appearance-driv- 
еп, especially among the young. 

One by-product of her advocacy is 
the unrealistic expectations people 
seem to have of her, turning Juan into 
a saint in sweatpants, She gets sick, 
тоо. She feels that people are watch- 
ing her when she's out in a restaurant. 
Juan takes it all in stride, though, as 
she accepts that she's a role model. 
“Thats why I made a decision not to 
endorse anything. I wanted to keep 
my credibility” 

Keeping balanced 

From her bout with bulimia, Juan 
knows that she has a weakness: When 
she’s stressed, she eats. So Juan 
changed her environment, making 
sure that none of the trigger foods for 
her overeating were around. “Because 
of that, if at 10 o'clock at night I'm 
feeling stressed out, there's nothing in 
the house to eat except healthy food." 
She totes a lunchbox with her, with 
sendwiches and an apple so the 
munchies won't catch her near а 
drive-through. She effectively out- 
smarts herself on a regular basis. 

‘And the foods this former vegetar- 
ian loves but knows she needs to раг- 
simoniously partake of? “Crispy pata, 
chicharon and stuff like Oreo cookies," 
she admits. But Juan believes in a very 
disciplined, specific way of eating. “1 
follow the 80/20 rule. This means 
that 1 eat healthy 80 perent of the 
time—and 20 percent of the time, 1 
eat the stuff that tastes really good but 
is not good for me. As long as I keep it 
in that balance, I'm OK. It shouldn't be 
the other way around.” 

Juan's schedule remains very 
packed. She gets up at 5 am. and 
teaches a class at 7 a.m, She's in bed 
by 9 p.m. So what does Tina Juan do 
exactly to enjoy herself? On week- 
ends, she goes to their house in Ce 
raya with her husband to do some gar- 
dening and kayaking. Athome, she in- 
sists she relaxes by reading up on all

western province of Canada. The expected flow 
of tourists to Whistler, a premiere ski resort lo- 
cated in the province, has given her a chance to 


work at the Four Seasons Hotel. 

After three years of unsuccessful job searches, Marie, 
who holds a master's degree їп education from the Cal- 
ifornia State University, finds that right now housekeep- 
ing at Four Seasons is the best option she has in Cana- 
da. 

“J pounded the pavement going from mall to mall in 
Vancouver applying for a job but never found one,” says 
this experienced educator. She found a few all right—a 
sales associate position at a computer store that lasted а 
few months, as telemarketer, mystery shopper, a Christ- 
mas stint at the Gap—but nothing permanent and noth- 
ing by way of a career. 

"To keep herself from brooding and to enhance her re- 
sume, she volunteered at the museums in cities nearby 
and went back to school. But the uncertainty of the past 
three years caught up with her this year, causing frus- 
tration and depression, which led her to seek therapy. 

Marie's experience is nothing new to most Filipino 
newcomers in B.C. Not only do they find it difficult to 
continue the careers that they've worked so hard at in 
the Philippines, but sometimes, finding any job in the 
early years is like walking through the desert before 
reaching the promised land. They find our that starting. 
a new life in the land of maple syrup is not sweet. 

Antonia (not her real name) found this out first-hand 
when she moved her husband and two sons to Canada 
this year. "Canadian education and experience are giv- 
en more weight їп hiring," she says. "Most professionals 
are forced to accept casual and manual labor jobs just to 
be able to acquire the so-called Canadian experience." 

The 51-year-old newcomer describes her family's 
move as drastic, something that radically altered their 
lifestyles: from a comfortable house to a basement 
suite, from a highly rewarding position with a govern- 
ment agency to unemployment. The endless *misman- 
agement and stealing of government resources" in the 
country crystallized their decision to get out of the 
Philippines. If their children have to have a bright fu- 
ture, they had to leave. 

A beautiful picture 

‘They did their due diligence before migrating. She 
and her husband personally checked out B.C. with An- 
tonia's relatives, who are residents of the province and 
who painted a beautiful picture of life in British 
Columbia. 

Reality, however, presented a different portrait. "I 
would like to believe that food is cheaper in the Philip- 
pines than here,” she says. "But the two types of taxes 
being imposed on purchases have made the value of the 
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dollar minimal.” 

She's getting anxious. A big source of 
her anxiety is being jobless. Knowing 
that her accounting certification and 
years of experience back home do not 
count for much in her new country, she's 
ready to take on almost anything. “Even 
a clerical position will do,” she says. But 
even that is hard to come by for new im- 
migrants. 

Ask Maji Admana, former investiga- 
tive agent with the National Bureau of 
Investigation and a Certified Public Ac- 
countant in the Philippines. She came to 
Canada with her husband and three chil- 
dren in February, 1997. The fear that she 
may never find a job cast a long shadow 
during her first year in Canada. И com- 
pelled her to go on overdrive on her job 
searches. “There was a period of about 
three months that 1 must have sent an 
average of 100 resumes a month,” she 
recalls. No one responded. 

But she held on. Her faith in God sus- 
tained her. “I knew that He 
me,” she says. When she did 
was with а security agency. She walked 
the beat at the Vancouver Public Li- 
brary—three levels of underground 
parking and seven top floors by herself 
from 11 p.m. to 7 am. 

The upgrade 

When she would see her reflection їп 
the mirror dressed in the dreary security 
uniform of black pants and grey shirt, 
she couldn't help but ask, "Oh Lord, 
what have 1 done to myself?" 

She has done quite well since then. 
Maji is smart, driven and goal-oriented. 

оп, she has figured out the first 
rule of competition: upgrade. If she 
wanted to achieve what she came for in 
Canada, she had to accept the truth, 
which was that her accounting title in 
the Philippines was not enough to make. 
it in her new homeland. She needed to 
upgrade her credentials in her new coun- 
try. She studied Certified Management 
Accounting, a program that combines ac- 
counting know-how with management 
skills. 

School was tough but tougher was the 
combination of being employee, mother, 
wife and student. "I multitasked. 1 
helped my children with their homework 
while doing dishes,” she says. This was 
the routine at the Admana household for 
about five years. The stress caused 
canker sores. "As soon as I finished my 
СМА, the canker sores disappeared,” 
Maji says. 

The designation cost CDN $20,000. 
Although her employer paid part of it, 
she shouldered 75 percent of the ex- 
pense. But the CMA is worth the money 
and the canker sores. She is now the as- 
sistant controller of a telecom company 
in Burnaby, B.C., and the potential to go 
higher is there. "ТЕТ play my cards right, 
my future is looking good,” she says. 

Single mother Elsie Edillor is applying 
the same approach. A self-employed ac- 
counting management consultant in Ca- 
gayan de Oro, she is working toward a 
designation in Certified General Ac- 
counting to upgrade her Philippine ac- 
counting degree, Being a CGA student 
helped her get her present job as accoun- 
tant for a travel company in Vancouver. 

If it were up to her, she would have 
stayed put in the Philippines. “I was hap- 
py with the way things were.” she says. 
But her son wanted to pursue a film ca- 
reer, and Canada offered the opportuni- 
y. In April 2002, this single mother and 
her then 20-year-old son came to Cana- 
da. "I am here to support my only fam- 
ily—my son," she says. 


Marie Romero had 
to plow through 
three years of 
unsuccessful job 
searches 
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The first year she worked as a billing 
clerk for a freight company and, to aug- 
ment her income, as a cashier on a 
weekend graveyard shift at a casino. It 
took her four days to make up for lost 
sleep. They lived in cheap basement 
suites; one of them had an abandoned 
garage occupied by a big rat. These 
challenges—she never called them diffi- 
culties throughout the interview—did 
not dim her focus on why they migrated 
to Canada. “I was not disappointed. 1 
was ready to face the challenge.” 

One tool that helped her get past the 
challenge of finding a job was nerwork- 
ing. "Connect with people who can con- 
nect you with the work,” she says. She 
and Maji got their present positions 
through their respective membership 
with the CGA and CMA. Marie’s re- 
sourcefulness led her to connect with an 
immigrant services agency that helped 
her write and fax her resumes and lo- 
cate job opportunities—all for free. 

Network of support 

Marie is amazed by the network of 
support that she found among Chris- 
tians and fellow kababayans. “I am 
amazed that Filipinos here help total 
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ur nao 
strangers. They don't care who you are 
or where you are from. Ifyou need help, 
they help,” she says. 

So is Canada worth the pain? Elsie 
has no regrets. “I can see my son's 
dream in becoming involved in film- 
making coming true,” Maji got what she 
wanted, “We have surpassed our 
achievements in the Philippines,” she 
says. She sees a happy ending to her 
Journey. 

It's still too soon for Antonia to tell if 
Canada is worth the price of leaving a 
good career. The memory of the Philip- 
pines is still very fresh and the country 
beckons. "I am tempted to go back 
home,” she admits. Her concern for her 
children, however, holds her back. 

Marie's therapy is ongoing, but she's 
getting better. “I can see a little of the 
light at che end of the tunnel,” she says. 
She has picked up lessons along the 
way: “Its not your diploma, not who 
you are. Its how you handle dificul- 
ties.” She adds: “Have faith in God.” 

‘Coming from someone who has sur- 
vived the test of fire for three years, the 
advice is worth more than а year's ther- 
apy. 


Tips on How to Survive Canada in the Early Years 


First, find a community that can give you moral and spi 
found support among Filipino Christians. 

Carmen Handinero, settlement counselor for new immigrants and coordinator 
of a mentoring program of the Multicultural Helping House, Vancouver, B.C. gave 
other tips on how to get through the early years in Canada: 

Clarify your purpose for immigrating to Canada. "Some come here for eco- 
nomic reasons, and some to escape marital problems back home,” Handinero 
says. When the purpose is clear, itis easier to get you where you want to go. 

2 Level your expectations with reality and have some humility. “It is unrealistic to 
expect that you will get the same position in Canada as you have back home,” she 
says. "You're virtually a beginner here." 

_» Be strong. Carmen has seen family relationships disintegrate due to the strains 
“of immigration. Spouses start blaming each other for their hardships in the first 


few years. 


22 Volunteer and get involved in the community. "Canada has a culture of volun- 
teerism," she says.

GUSTO "Ват" Damian III is Philippine bal- 

5 best-kept secret—and, as far as its rejuve- 

tion is concerned, probably its next new 
ћоре. 

For 20 years, he danced lead roles in Germany's most 
distinguished ballet companies to critical acclaim and ap- 
preciative audiences in Europe's artistic capitals. His re 
sumé looks like a ballet dancer's dream list: Romeo in 
Heinz Weitz “Romeo and Juliet” for the Kiel State The- 
ater, Shiva in Maurice Bejart’s "Mailraux: Metamorphosis 
of the Gods" for the Bejart Ballet Lausanne, the title role 
in Heidrun Schwaarz's "Nijinsky" for the United State 
Theaters of Mönchengladbach and Krefeld (VSB Mg-Kr), 
and Jesus Christ in Francois Klaus’ "The Rite of Spring” 
for the Bern State Theater, among others. 

Yet, for all of his accomplishments, the soft-spoken, ex- 
tremely courteous ballet master appears to be а private 
person. Damian exudes а quiet kind of intense confi- 
dence, but thankfully there is none of the grating air of 
narcissistic self-importance found among many Pinoys 
who have found a certain measure of success abroad 
That's one reason why he didn’t give а lot of interviews 
when he was scaling the heights of the Paris Opera, Mi- 
ап La Scala and Berlin's Deutsche Opera. 

If he opens up more these days as the new artistic di- 
rector of Ballet Philippines (BP), it’s because there's a lot 
on the line. “It’s for so many other people. There is so 
much to talk about and there are so many needs. 

BP executive director Ida Beltran invited Damian to 
take over the helm after his stint in “BP Goes Global.” Yet, 
he unabashedly admits that he has a lot to learn when it 
comes to dealing with Philippine social realities. There is 
no gripe session here or a long litany of complaints that 
compares Pinoy limitations to the privileged life of the 
Europeans. Call it a change of perspective that acknowl- 
edges grimly the immense work that lies before him, cou- 
pled with a deeper look beneath the surface that enables 
him to appreciate what he had long enjoyed and left be- 
hind. 

Heartbreaking 

He describes his wake-up call, "You've got this wonder- 
fully talented bunch of kids who stoically put up with the 
worst conditions. The rehearsal hall floor is caving in, the 
linoleum carpets warp and wrinkle, and I can lose my 
dancers to injuries. They do rehearsals with holes in their 
shoes, and make their allotted six pairs last for less than a 
year. In Germany, I can ask for the same number of pairs 


in a month. The Board of Trustees is doing an incredible 
emt REE SSE oR FS 
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Job to make the company survive, but it 
is in dire, dire straits right now. Its 
heartbreaking.” 

Fortunately, Damian doesn’t back 
down from such challenges. Not after 
two decades of pushing himself to his 
limits in a fiercely competitive perfor- 
mance art scene that demanded nothing 
less than excellence from its players. 

At first glance, it seems as if his career 
had been handed to him on a silver plat- 
ter In 1983, BP's visiting English dance 
instructor, Rosemary Helliwell, noticed 
the then 19-year-old newbie who was 
taking up Architecture at the University 
of the Philippines. Two weeks after her 
departure back to Germany, Damian re- 
ceived her letter that began with "I hope 
you are learning German now because 
you have just been engaged as the prin- 

al male dancer at the Kieler State 
Theater." Just like that, he got to dance 
the company's male lead roles, without 
any auditions or standing on ceremony. 

The same thing happened years later 
in 1986. The director of Theatre am 
Gartnerplatz in Munich: took the long 
train ride from the South of Germany to 
its North, watched him in Kieler's “Peer 
Gynt,” and asked him to come on board 
his company. The customary casting сай 
via auditions was bypassed yet a third 
time in 1987 when the rehearsal mis- 
tress of the highly acclaimed Bejart Bal- 
let Lausanne in Switzerland arranged 
for him го get in. The circumstances in 
Bejart were a bit different: He was just 


navia, Egypt, and Brazil. A 
year later, Damian emerged as its prin- 
cipal male dancer. 
“1 worked bloody hard to get it,” he 
says of the extremely coveted position. 
“Everybody is knocking on Bejart’s door. 
Dancers can be fired overnight because 
everyone else is lining up. The tours 
make it sound very glamorous, but what 
you have to do to stay in that company

and merit the position can be bloody. 
Everybody wants to be the star. When 1 
first got in, I told myself that there was 
no way I was going to stay at the en- 
semble level.” 

All that blood, sweat, and tears ef- 
fectively defuses the “silver platter” 
theory. "The so-called 'silver platter is 
just step one,” he shrugs. “After that, 
there's all the work that you have to до 
to prove yourself. If you're not good 
enough on а technical and artistic lev- 
el, you can get your ass fired. This is 
cutthroat competition in the interna- 
tional market.” 

Never missing 

In those long years of dance, he nev- 
er missed a performance. The one ex- 
ception was a severely injured knee. 
The doctor warned him to take eight 

hs off to rest after surgery. After 
four months, he was back on stage 
without his doctor's knowledge. 

Discrimination towards the down- 
trodden Pinoy didn’t rear its ugly head. 
What Damian often encountered was a 
“pleasant surprise,” which still exists 
up to now, that ballet companies, 
schools, and performers existed in the 
Philippines. 

Damian showed them that Pinoy 
dancers had other surprises up their 
sleeves. “One of our difficulties is that 
we don’t have the classical proportions 
of Caucasian people. To counteract 
that, you have to be quicker and be 
more flexible. The director will appre- 
ciate that you are never sick, a good 
dance partner, а fabulous actor. If you 
can offer all these many jokers, some- 
body will prefer you to this dancer 

ho just has long legs and good feer.” 

One lesson he emphasizes to Pinoy 
dancers leaving to perform overseas: 
"Don't give in just because it's a white. 
man's profession. It doesn't mean that 
they're always better than us." 

His award as “Best Dancer” from the 
enthusiastic public of Germany's VSB 
Mg-Kr, where he worked as principal 
dancer from 1994-2004, certainly 
proves that. Prior to that and following 
his five years in Bejart Ballet, Damian 
performed with the State Theater of 
Bern and Ballet Art Francois Klaus in 
Switzerland. 

Damian admits that the benefits Eu- 
ropean-based dancers ‘routinely enjoy 
makes possible the exacting concen- 
tration that the profession requires. A 
public who regularly fill the houses of 
drama, opera, and ballet contribute to 
а just, humane salary structure for 
artists. In the Philippines, Pinoys, re- 
signed that their art is a non-profit 
venture, turn to "rakets" to pay their 
bills. “It is an enormous privilege when 
you don't have to think of existence 
and just do your work.’ 

Thats why he can be a bit testy 
when people who “had never lived in 

World realities" criticize the 
country's shortcomings. "My first ques- 
tion is, ‘Have you ever lived here? 


> 


What is your solution? You will leave 
one day, but these people will end ир 
scrounging in garbage cans or doing 
prostitution just to survive. Do not lec- 
ture my people. 165 insulting and painful 
because you have no idea what it's like 
to live in the Third World.” 

Used to the orderly queues, air of gen- 
tility, and Old World chivalry common in 
the more affluent countries, Damian 
had his own relearning upon his return. 
The “lack of gallantry” characterized by 
men who would not give up their seats 
toa child, a lady, or an elderly person in 
the MRT at first angered him. “But I had 
to consider: This gentleman who won't 
give up his seat, what do I know about 
his life? Does he have anything to feed 
his family? How many hours of sleep 
does he get? Does he have electricity or 
а running toilet? Who am I to judge him 
for the 20 minutes he has to sit down? 
Until 1 ask what their realities are, I can't 
criticize chem." 

Returning home also brought in more 
realizations. “How Filipinos improvise 
under the worst circumstances or how 
intense and profound our survival skills 
are, How well they sing and how funny 
they are.” 

Creativity and endurance 

He would have to bank on that well- 
spring of creativity and endurance as he 
ploughs on in his first BP season. His 
planned austerity program hopes to re- 
duce the financial strain without sacri- 
ficing artistic integrity. Opening this 
weekend is the first production under 
his care, an earthy notso-Disney-like 
retelling of "Peter Pan's Never Never- 
land.” The non-fairy tale approach 
sounds like a risk, but Damian is in- 
clined to take it, “It's our responsibility 
to open the public's minds. It doesn't 
mean chat they will like it at once, but 
they have to have options.” 

He also hopes to see the day when the 
Filipino realizes that “the CCP is their 
theater. The BP is their ballet compa- 
ny” 

In а country where art takes second 
place to survival, it sounds like a tough 
act. As in all his previous parts, Damian 
is bent on investing his heart, mind, and 
spirit in it. “Tm fighting to make the 
dancers’ lives more dignified and give 
them a better repertoire.” 

During his stay in Europe, Damian 
chose not to trade his local passport for 
a German one, despite the annoying in- 
spections at international airports and 
train stations visited on the automatical- 
ly suspect Pinoy. In the same stubborn 
way, he has taken a difficult cause over a 
much more comfortable retirement 
overseas. "I refuse to make this job a dis- 
appointment. This is my country. That is 
an answer in itself.” He pauses, then 
adds with а pragmatic, if unyielding, 
prayer, "God bless all of us."
